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THE WORK OF THE TACTICAL BOARD. 
To the Editor of the Army and Navy Journal: 


In the issue of the JournAt of Oct. 25, it is stated 
that the Tactical Board has been ordered to recon- 
vene at Fort Leavenworth, on Nov. 1, to consider 
criticisms of their work, and that it is expected 
that the new tactics will then be completed, and 
approved by the War Department. 

If it is to be understood by this that the pro- 
duction of the Board is to be adopted directly from 
its hands, it is to be hoped that the statement is not 
correct, and that there will be extended to the work 
of this Board tbe same searching scrutiny as has 
heretofore been deemed necessary for every tactical 
composition submitted for adoption, prior to the 
issue of any orders imposing it, irrevocably, as a 
guide, for a term of years, upon the service. 

Upon the presentation to the War Department by 
the late General Upton of his system of tactics, it 
was regarded as of the first importanve that it 
should be pronounced upon by the highest military 
judgment of the land; and therefore General Grant 
himself was president of a Board of officers con- 
vened to express ap opinion upon its merits. If it 
was necessary to examine the work, item by item, 
of a tactical expert, who had made thesubject a life 
study, before its acveptance authoritatively, it is 
certainly quite asindispenssble that such precaution 
should not now be omitted. 

It is true that this Board is composed of several 
officers, but their work has been parcelled out, and 
the tactics of each arm largely committed to one or 
two officers of that arm. 

None of the members of the Board were tactical 
experts, or possessed of any special tactical fitness 
or attainments for their labor, beyond what the 
drill of troops in a garrison confers—the mere gram- 
mar of the subiect. 

Itis inferred that the “criticisms” which the Board 
is now assembled to ‘consider, are only suggestions 
of changes of command, or modifications of method 
of execution, of particular movements, which other 
line officers have thought proper from time to time 
tosubmit; and that they in no way touch upon the 
merits of the work as a whole; either as to its spirit, 
plan, general idea, or military adaptation to our ne- 
cessities. This, the highest Boari of final examina- 
tion should deliberate upon. 

It is much to be regretted that prior to the organi- 
zation of any tactical Board,a first Board was not 
ordered, of the very best military intelligence of the 
Army, and composed of its highest officers; this 
Board should have decided what changes were ne- 
cessary in our tactical system, in what direction 
they should be made and how far extended. With 
this as their guide, a board of junior tactical officers 
ofeach arm could then have devised methods to 
bring about the required results, and their work 
should next have been submitted to the higher 
board of revision. As it is, the present tactical 
Board, without study or previous preparation, had 
thrust upon it the duty of preparing and submit- 
ting tactics for the artillery, infantry and cavalry 
arms of the Service; no general idea for their guid- 
ance—no limitation or suggestion being given them. 

As might have been anticipated their labor, so far 
as published, bears evidence of crudity; is incongru- 
ous, unpsym metrical, and seems to bea polyglot selec- 
tion from half a dozen European systems, with here 
and there an original intrusion. 

Let there be considered what was really the work 
(in infantry tactics) which this Board had before it 
when organized three years since. Plainly to ex- 
punge the evils of our present system. What are 
they? : 

First: A vicious system of fours which directly 
goes to pieces with every casualty of battle. Sec- 
ond: A want of adaptation to proper deployment 
under modern fire. Third : Many useless tactical 
movements. Fourth: The utter absence of any 
instruction in applied tactics. Fifth: Many 
useless movements, in battalion and brigade drill, 
dangerous or impracticable in battle; and inconsis- 
tent with the great simplicity of drill instruction 
now demanded. Persistently bearing in mind these 
objects, there would seem to have been no great 
difficulty in accomplishing the task presented to the 
Board. 

For, let it be considered, that no complaint has 
ever been made of the want of mobility and expan- 
sive pewer of Upton’s system. On the contrary, 
they are admirable. Now the same idea is supplied 
in the company platoons, sections and half sections 
(without exact numerical equality) of other foreign 
systems; so that the new weapons did not entail 
any great alterations in this particular, of present 
movements, except in the details of adaptation and 
omission. 

Similarly, there is a general conceuvsus of opinion 
among all military writers of authority, as to the 
deployment and arrangement of forces in modern 
battle lines, with the relative strength, distances, 


formation, as wellin that relating to instruction io 
applied tactics, it was hardly possible toerr. With 
these aids before it, there was, we repeat, no very 
difficult tusk set before the Tactical Board; always 
provided, of course, that its members had definite, 
positive dpinions as to what should be done, and 
what left undone; this so far, at least, as the work 
related to infantry tactics. 

And there was, therefore, a reasonable right to 
expect the production of a system of American 
tactics, suited to our people and territory: admit- 
ting of swift movement, long marches, light and 
mobile; more simple than Upton’s, and more easily 
acquired by our volunteer soldiers; who have little 
leisure to study complex systems. 

Now what are the actual results of the tactical 
toil brought forth by this Board, after three years 
of Jabor, so far at least as they can be judged by 
what bas been published ? 

Movements have been multiplied and their me- 
thods are cumbrous and unusual. Changes appear 
apparently only for the sake of change. Commands 
are awkward, not explanatory, or easily remem- 
bered, and some of the instruction is unproductive, 
difficult to acquire and discouraging to practice; 
while there seems to be an absence of tactical unity. 

All this in the face of the well-established mili- 
tary principle that the whole tendency of modern 
tactics is towards simplicity, and the avoidance of 
movements dangerous or impracticable on the 
battletield. 

It is even the opinion of one leading foreign mili- 
tary writer that the simplification of the drill ne- 
cessary for the modern infantry arm sbould shorten 
the period of enlistment, so much time has hereto- 
fore been spent in instruction. 

And comparing, for example, our old tbree- 
volume Scott’s tactics, with the modern tactics of 
the English Army, occupying less than one-sixth of 
the printed space, this would undoubtedly be the 
case. 

By this, it is by no means meant that the new or- 
der of things admits of any drill relaxation, or al- 
lows any looseness, b"t that fewer movements of 
company, battalion-and brigade are admisyzible. 

The steady work of the drill sergeant, and of the 
company officer, in preliminary training is now 
more than ever of value to the infantry soldier. Ex- 
ercises in musketry are quite as indispensable, that 
he may use his weapon with skill; and now, where 
the instruction of the drill ground and rifle range 
ends, his field education in exercises of combat, in 
all the minute details of attack and defence should 
begin. 

ln the revised aud latest edition of the English in- 
fantry drill book and field exercises of 1889, there 
are less than one-half as many movements pre- 
scribed in the school of the battalion as are laid 
down in our present edition of Upton's tactics; in 
company drill, including everything, there are pre- 
scribed only twenty-two movements, including 
those of the shortest paragrapbs, while in Upton’, 
tactics (company drill) there are laid down very 
nearly three times as many, and in the school of the 
brigade there are less than one-fourth as many 
movements vs are laid down by Upton for the same 
drill. 

According to the best modern authorities, and 
about which there is vo difference of opinion, all 
that is wanted in any system of tactics are those 
movements which may be necessary in the face of 
an enemy belonging to battles as they must now be 
fought, and a few other movements as auxiliary 
aids to instruction. Thus every system o* tactics 
should be simpie to the last degree, that drill in- 
struction may be thoroughly taught and easily ac- 
quired. 

Pre-eminently should this be the characteristic of 
any American system, where our standing Army is 
nothing, and our volunteer force is everything, in 
time of war. Volunteers have little time in peace to 
drill, and would bave less in war; and what is to be 
learned by them must be readily learned. 

The value of any system of drill is its power to 
place, with the greatest rapidity aud order, troops 
in the right place when wanted; and volunteers to 
be efficient must be taught bow to do this, as well as 
regular soldiers. 

To fight as we should drill, we must drill as we 
would fight. 

lt would appear that this Tactical Board has en- 
tirely overlooked the fact, that while the tactical 
value of infantry, as an arm, has iucreased with the 
increased range of the infantry weapons, yet, just 
precisely in the same ratio has the value of infantry 
tactics diminished. Movements, significant and in- 
dispensable, when the range of the infantry weapon 
was three hundred and fifty yards, would now be 
absurd. Indeed, the step is longer between the tac- 
tics requisite for the old and the new range of this 
arm, than the tactical step from the crossbow of the 
English archers to the firelocks of the time of Fred- 
erick. Similarly, has an increase of the range, pre- 
cision and the man-killing pewer of artillery, from 





fifteen hundred yards to five thousand, stripped ite 


greater simplicity, and fewer evolutions. 

Again, this Board appears to have stifled itself as 
to plan and our necessities in the apparent want of 
any tactical system or central idea; at least, none 
bas been presented. There appears a collection of 
movements not based upon absolute necessities, and 
the sudden requirements of attack and defence, as 
they are likely to occur. But much as fancy might 
suggest, the pickings up of many systems, here and 
there, through which the Board appears to have 
wandered. 

Indeed, if its labor has accomplished nothing 
more promising than what bas thus far been pre- 
sented, it has been like the labor of Sisyphus, who 
rolled his huge stone to the topof the mountain 
only to see it tumble back to the original level. 
No greater misfortune could happen to the Service 
than the order for acceptance and for the govern- 
ment of the Army upon the mere statement of the 
Board that its work was finished. Let the Army 
have the benefit of the opinions of its highest and 
best officers; and let it have the best possible system 
of tactical instruction—not one that is tolerable, or 
that “ will do,”’ but the best and most endurable.

CoLOoNEL T. F. EDMANDs compietes his criticisms 
on the New Drill Regulations in the Boston Globe of 
Nov. 2. In concluding Col. Edmanis says: 

Looking here on what has been seen in the book, 
after noting these omissions, it stands in the main 
as a disappointment. I[t is like an ill made pair of 
boots, one of which fits and the other does not. 
Outside of the ceremonies, which are of little con- 
sequence, the last part of the book, barring faults 
in arrangement, is good; its first part is bad—so 
bad that it ougbt to go into the waste-basket. The 
first part should be reconsidered and ali present 
traces of it removed from the second part. 
Then it should be concisely rewritten and adapted 
to the second part. As the two parts staud now, 
they do not belong toeach other. The division ot 
the parts falls between the close order and the ex- 
tended order. They are so unsuited to each other— 
so incongruous, that it seems hardly credible that 
the same Board can have produced them both, or 
rather that a Board capable of producing the one, 
should have been unable to cut loose from the con- 
servatism which permitted the collation of the 
other. 

The four articles, of which this is one, containing 
the criticisms aud suggestions of the writer, have 
treated of the various matters, in or out of the book, 
in detail. For the convenience of the Board the 
following recapitulation of principal points is re- 
spectfully submitted : 

1. Setting-up drill too long. 

2. Manual of arms not sufliciently simplified. 

3. Loadings and firings need cureful revision. 

4. Bayonet exercise superfluous. 

5. Upton system of fours pernicious. 

6. “Squad” and its sigoificance should be sub- 
stituted for ** fours”’ throughout the book. 

7. Hardee's system of fiank marching should besub- 
stituted for the Upton system of fours, unless the 
Board 1s willing to introduce the squad system into 
tne close order drill, which would be, perhaps, an 
improvement on Hardee. 

8. The six-inch interval is worse than useless. 

9. The eutire close-order drill from the school of 
the squad to the battalion should be rewritten, 
vastly condensed and simplified, and adapted to 
what follows. 

10. The language concerning the color guard 
should be clear. 

ll. No cadenced step should be prescribed any- 
where in the extended order. 

12. Positions of officers and non-commissioned 
officers are too rigidly luid down in the extended 
order, and should be made more elastic and discre- 
tionary. 

13. Ia revising its work the Board should remem- 
ber that for one Regular Army man there will be 
ten militia men to be instructed in it, and that if 
war comes the relianve of the country will bein 
the proportion of ten militia men or volunteers to 
one Army man. 

14. Hence, as the tendency of militia is to practice 
the manual of arms and close order movements to 
the exclusion of the less attractive and more ardu- 
ous battle tactics, the Board should see that the 
militia is not tempted with too much minor matter 
to play with and waste time upon, at the expense 
of good solid work. 

15. Above all, the Board should endeavor to for- 
mulate general provisions, where, by reasonable 
uniformity according to circumstances, may be 
secured, to the exclusion of dangerous rigidity— 
that is to say, general provisions which will make it 
impossible for those Who must use the drill to quib- 
ble over trivialities dnd require those ** Decisions 
upon Points of Tactics’”’ that have been the baneof 
military instruction in tactics during the last five 
and twenty years. 

16. The following matters should be inserted in 

the book: The guard manual, honurs to be paid by 
troops, transportation by rat!, destruction of rail- 
roads, destruction of bridges, construction of 
bridges, intrenchments, aid to civil power (in cities 
threatened by mobs), emergency lecture, and sani- 
tary rules. 
By throwing out say two thirds of the elaborate 
and useless close order matter, these necessary ad- 
diuions can be made without waterially increasing 
the bulk of the book.

ARMY OF THE POTOMAC, ATTENTION! 


Tue Comte de Paris came to the United States be- 
cause it was the only country at war; and as the 
education of a prince is not complete without a dash 
of military experience, he seized the opportunity in 
America, as later the Prince Imperial, taute de 
mieux, went among the Zulus. He figured for some 
months in the Army of the Potomac as an amateur, 
a curiosity-monger, a Visitor of leisure, . . . and 
one 1s forced to vonclude that if he is honored to- 
day, it is much more use he is Prince than be 
cause he served the vountry. There is indubitably 
more snobbery than gratitude in these demonstra- 


tions. In fact, the Comte de Paris showed no more 





devotion nor rendered more service than any ong 
soldier of the many thousand French, German, ang 
Irish who enrolled in the Union Army. 

The military pilgrimage of the Orleans Princes jp 
1861 flatte French Liberals, for the d’Orleang 
were then Liberal, and Napoleon II1. was reproached 
for his well-known hostility to the North. It wag 
one of those tricks in high politics which make great 
effect and cost little. 

And vow the Comte de Paris comes to America 
witb his son for nothing but noisy demonstration, 
To be welcomed, applauded by American repub. 
licans, will efface the odium of having plotted with 
Boulanger avd covered himself with mud to destro 
the French Republic. Gis visit is to make the worlq 
forget the failure of Boulanger, Orleans and Com. 
pauy. Americans, not being used to this sort of 
game, are the dupes of their sincerity, whicb, under 
the circumstances, is somewhat naive. Their per. 
spicacity is at fault. 








ARMY REPORTS. 


la his annual report Major-General O. O. Howard 
says: “Considering the armament necessary for the 
extent of seacoast in this Division the liberal appruv- 
priations of one year should vot lead to over-con. 
fidence, but since my last annual report a decided 
step has been taken 1n providing for the construction 
of seacoast cannon and rified mortars, the prepara. 
tion of fortifications for them, and the construction 
of fixed torpedoes, with galleries, operating case. 
mates, and other belongings. Our principal barbors 
bave been properly plotted, and the artillery on 
duty near them is at present engaged in earnest 
practice with such weapons as the forts now have, 
and will be fully prepared to undertake the new 
guns and appliances as soon as they begin to arrive, 
The artillery regiments bave been invreased in size 
at the expense of the rest of the line, and while not 
only is this increase necessary. and the addition of 
two more regiments advisable, it is earnestly hoped 
that Congress may be induced to augment the en- 
listed strength of the Army sufficiently to allow this 
increase without permanently diminishiog the cav- 
alry and iofaptry. For tbe needs of this service too 
many artillery officers are on detached service which 
could be performed by cavalry and infantry officera, 
Attention is invited to the report of Major W. PF. 
Randolph, lospector of Artillery. His recommenda: 
tion that some material and g'1n8 for artillery prac- 
tice and drill be supplied to all artillery stations, is 
heartily concurred in.”’ 

Gen. Howard calls attention to the need of im- 
provement in tbe post school system and a more 
satisfactory method of obtaining competent teach- 
ers. Better facilities for small arms practice are 
required. He commends the charact: r of the com- 
missary supplies, and recommends that post sur- 
geoos should have qualities distiuct from otber 
officers. It is recommended that material and guns 
for artillery practice be supplied to all artillery 
stations. The operations of the new law aimed to 
decrease desertions is commended and an earnest 
bope is expressed that efforts will be continued to 
organize the three branches of the Army into regi- 
ments of 12 troops, batteries or companies, and offi- 
cered by the number and grade of officers now au- 
thorized for cavalry regiments. It is strongly re- 
commended that the privates of artillery be classi- 
fied, with a difference in pay, as in the case of the 
engineers. An increase of pay for non-commissioned 
officers 1n each line arm to correspond to the staff 
is desirable. From various reasons the present 
waximum of 35,000 enlisted men results 1n a severe 
restriction, and to keep our organization up to 
25,000 trained men constantly on foot, the maximum 
allowed—including recruits-—should not be less than 

In conclusion, it 1s recommended that some sys- 
tem of school battalions of boys from 17 to 21, in 
addition to the number of enlisted men allowed by 
present !aw, be organized as a useful school for sup- 
plying material for non-commissioned officers to the 
Army and militia. Such a school established at a 
convenient point, say Fort Porter, N. Y., ought to 
attract as many boys as could be well cared for and 
keep them well employed, and give them good dis- 
cipline at a period of life when many boys about 
our cities lead a very unsettled existence. 





Brigadier-General John R. Brooke, commanding 
the Department of the Platte, reports that there 
bas been no trouble with the Indians within that 
department during the year. The practice marcbes 
and joint encampwent with the lowa National Guard 
were beneficial, and the mingling of the N. G. and 
Regular Army accomplished good results. 

Regret is expressed that appropriations have not 
been made for continuing the construction of Forts 
Robinson and Niobrara. The improvement of the 
water construction of the sewerage system at Fort 
D. A. Russell, under recent appropriations, has been 
successfully accomplished, and estimates are sub- 
mitted for a similar purpose for Fort Douglas. 

Instruction in signaling at the several posts in 
the department has been carefully attended to. 
There has been a falling off in trials by Courts- 
martial, both general and garrison. 

It is recommended that hereafrer but one compe- 
tition be held at a time, and that the firat held be 
that of the department, followed by the cavalry, 
the division and the Army competitions. A tew 
days should be allowed between each competition 
to disperse the competitors of the first in orderjto 
make room for those of the ove to follow. This re- 
commendation 1s made as a measure of economy, 
as in case double competitions are to be held in the 
future, the accommodations will have to be in- 


creased. 


Brig.-Gen. Thomas H. Kuger, commanding the 
Department of Dakota, in his annual report, says 
that no events have occurred calling for actual 
campaign operations, although the services, on 
several occasions, have been required of quit 
strong detachments from a number of posts to pre} 
vent Indian troubles.

a detailed history of the movements of the troops 
jn the division is given to show that although no 
active campaign was called for during the past year 
considerable field duties of a quite important na- 
ture have been well done. 

There have been at some posts a decided decrease 
jg the per cent. of desertions, but the decrease is 
slight for the department asa whole, owing to the 
eomparatively large number at a few posts. Gen. 
Ruger says itis fair to expect improvementin futare, 
owing in part to opportunities which recent legisla- 
tion and action thereunder wil! afford men who 
may be disposed to leave the service todo so in an 
honest manner. : 

The pust canteen system bas been in operation 
sufficiently long at enough posts to afford a basis for 
conclusion as to its merits, and, says Gen. Ruger, 
beyond quescion the results have been beneficial. 

Brig.-Gen. Stanley from the Department of Texas 
reports that his soldiers have greatly sutiered from 
fever, Which was almost epidemic, but fortunately 
not a death occurred among his troops. The fever 
seemed to have beem occasioned toa great extent by 
the droutb, which dried up the streamsand water 
holes. lu this connection Gen. Stanley says that ex- 
ebanges of troops into the Department of Texas 
should be made in the fall season, so that tbey can 
become acclimated by summer. As a rule, he says, 
the relations with our Mexican neighbors bave been 
friendly and the Mexicans appear to be anxious that 
no violations of international luw should occur, but 
at times infractions of it are made by revolutionists 
crossing the frontier and using the left bank of the 
Rio Grande to swoop down on the Mexican authori- 
ties. This occurred in June last, when Capt. Steevers 
captured, on information furnished by the United 
States consul at Laredo, Gen. Sandoval and a num- 
ber of revolutionists. Atthetime of their capture 
they were hiding in the high grass along the banks 
of the Rio Grande and were all nearly naked, as 
they were on the point of swimming theriver. The 
risoners are still in jail awaiting trial. Much law- 
feanees aud many shocking murders have occurred 
in the territory south of the Southern Pacific rail- 
road. In most cases the murderers are Mexicans 
who, afer committing their crime, escape to Mexico. 
While it is a delicate question to determine whether 

the matter of prosecuting this lawlessness and crime 
isa subject for the State police or the United States 
military to handle, Gen. Stanley says that he has 
made arrangements to establish a patrol of the Rio 
Grande river in the hope of preventing such crimes 
in the future. He recommends that a company post 
be established at Del Rio, which is, in his opinion, 
the proper place for a military post, and to abandon 
Fort Clark. Contrary to p>pular belief on the sub- 
ject Government mules in Texas grow old and die, 
and Gen. Stanley urges that younger and more effi- 
cient animals be supplied to replace those now in the 
Service and to fill the ranks that have been depleted 
by death. He notes as a peculiar effect of the clim- 
ate on the soldier that now with excellent quarters, 
fever prevails to a great extent among the soldiers, 
while 20 years ago, wher they lived in tents, a sick 
soldier in Texas was a rarity. 


The report of the military operations in tte Divi- 
sion of the Missouri is made this year by Asst. Adjt. 
Gen. Williams, owing to the vacancy which existed 
in this command from the time of Gen. Crook’s 
death until Gen. Miles’s assignment thereto about 
two months ago. In his report to Gen. Miles, Col. 
Williams says that Indian affairs have been peace- 
able and without note, except the unsettled feelings 
of the Cheyennes on the Tongueriver. Itis claimed 
that they bave not been properly supplied by the 
Government, and their earnest wish bas been to 
have that portion of the tribe at the Pine Ridge 
agency brought North and placed upon their reser- 
vation. Itis not believed that these Indians will 
ever be quiet until these complaints are remedied. 
Adjt.-Gen. Williams suggests that the service would 
be largely benefited by the concentration, as far as 
practicable, of the companies of a regiment ut the 
same post and by breaking up the present system of 
forming garrisons by a collection of companies from 
different regiments. 

Capt. J. W. Pope, U.S.A., in his annual report 
concerning the Military Prison at Fort Leavenworth, 
speaks well of the present condition of that institu- 
tion. The prison surgeon, Lieut.-Col. J. P. Wright, 
shows the gratifying fact that not a single death bus 
occurred among guards or prisoners during the en- 
tire year, although a severe epidemic passed over the 
prison as well as other places. The general health 
has been excellent, and as Capt. Pope says, is 
largely due to the ekill, care and attention of Dr. 
Wright. The report of the post chaplain, J. B. Mc- 
Cleery, shows that the secular school continues to 
be completely successful ir so far as it was designed 
to go in educating the more illiterate prisoners. The 
Teport of the prison quartermaster, Lieut. Wm. E. 
Almy, 5th Cav., gives an interesting account of ail 
prece manufacture during the year. Lieut. R. K.

EXPANDED RIFLE SHELLS, 
To the Editor of the Armu and Naru Journat:

shell that is swollen or expanded, and at the same 





the shell. This process is impracticable for several 
reasons. First: The shells are made of elastic 
metal, and must be compressed beyond the desired 
size, 80 as to allow for the springing back of the 
metal. To do this requires more power than is con- 
sistent with the construction of a practical, port- 
able hand tool. Second: As the shell is primed and 
the powder is in, there is more or less danger attend- 
ing this operation. Third: The bullet is composed 
of non-elastic metal, and as the shell is being com- 
pressed with the bullet in, it of course compresses 
the bullet, which being non-elastic, remains to the 
size comp , aud the a>curate diameter of the 
bullet is lost, and it would be loose in the shell were 
it not for the crimping of the shell into it, and the 
_—<- Pressing the bullet up against the crimp. 
hese reasons are facts. Experience has proven 
that the shell if expanded, should be re-formed 
while empty, and in a separate toul. Fortunately the 
majority of shells do not expand so as to interfere, 
aud loading tools as constructed ure all that is re- 
quired. If, however, shells do expand after firing 
them several tinies, the most practical and conven- 
ient implement is a solid die of stee), hardened and 
ground to shape, into which the shells should be 
driven (with a mallet or billet of wood,) re-formi 
them the entire length from muzzle to head, 
and as they do not require to be re-sized every time 
they are discharged, the die and eseer are only 
used when necessary, without destroying the sim- 
plicity and utility of the reloading tool. ‘I'he ac- 
companying cut shows the dis with the shell in it, 
and the plunger for expelling the shell after it is re- 
sized.

For each post. 

One acting sergeant major, where there is no regimental 
sergeant major. 

One non-commissioned officer as provost, in charge of 


police. 
One janitor, for library, reading-room, chapel and school- 


rooms. 

One librarian, whenever a room is reserved and used as a 
reading-room. 

One telegraph-operator, at posts where there is not a com- 
mercial or Signal Service station. 

One chief baker (with assistants, under paragraph 306 of 
the Regulations). 

One canteen steward (assisted by other enlisted men, 
under paragraph 332 of the Regulations). 

One chief gardener, during the garden season. 

The necessary clerks in the adjutant’s office. 

An orderly for the commanding officer shall be se- 
lected daily from the guard at guard mounting (paragiaph 
VIL., Circular No. 10, current series, from this office). Other 
officers are not allowed orderlies, and none will be detailed 
for the purpose. 


For each troop, battery or company. 


One non-commissioned officer, to take immediate charge 
of police, etc., of stables and picket line (Cavalry Tactics, 
paragraph 1186) ; one clerk, one tailor; one cook; and assist- 
pete cooks when necessary, under paragraph 308 of the Regu- 

ations. 

A nou-commissioned officer will be selected, by roster, 
each day, for the supervision of the rooms and the care of 
arm-racks provided for the safety of the arms. 

No enlisted man will be detailed on special duty as super- 
intendent of kitchens or messes, It is the important duty 
of officers and Ist sergeants to superintend the messes, 


EXTRA DUTY. 


Extra duty details at the several pose will be limited to 
actual necessities; but in no case shall the number, inclu- 
sive of school-teachers, exceed that provided for in the 
allotment for extra-duty pay at the-post, In this connection 
special attention is invited to paragraphs 161, 162 and 167 of 
the Regulations. 


MISCELLANEOUS REMARKS, 


In detailing extra and special duty men care must be 
taken to equalize them among the several companies and 
arms of service at the post, in so far as may be compatible 
with the requirements of paragraph 410 of the Regulations, 

Extra-duty and special-duty men must be reported on all 
reports and returos in separate columns, and commandin 
officers will see that the reports and returns conform, eac 
day. in all respects to the requirements of this order. 

uspections and drills for extra-duty men are regulated 
by paragraph 163 of the Regulations. 

All special-duty men (except the non-commissioned officer 
supervising the barrack-rooms, the eooks, and such clerks 
as are necessarily excused by commanding officers) must 
attend all driils and inspections. 

Men variously reported on daily (now special) duty as 
room orderlies, mail orderlies, orderlies for courts-martial, 
stable guards, stable yo etc., are not, properly, special- 
duty men. Paragraphs 536 and 537 of the Regulations will 
be observed as to stable guards ; Cavalry Tactics, paragraph

COURT-MARTIAL CASES, 


In the case of Private Thomas Brown, tried at Fort Rob- 
inson for drunkenness on escort duty, Gen. Brooke says: 
* The proceedings, findings and sentence are approved ; but 
owing to the fact that it is shown in evidence that the liquor 
upon which the accused became drunk was furnished nim 
by Lieut. Pettit, commanding the escort, the seatence is re- 
mitied. Such conduct on the part of an officer is extremeiy 
reprebensibie, aod but for Lieut, Pettit’s own tes:imony the 
Department Commander would be loath to believe that an 
otticer could so tar forget himself in the performance of an 
important duty as to abet and countenance that which it 
was his duty to discourage and prevent.”’ 


In the case of asoldier recently tried at Presidio of San 
Fraucisco, Gen. Joho Gibbon says: “The proceedings of the 
Court, in directing the judge advocate to inserta sentence 
in tbe 4th specification which magnified essentially the 
charge against tue accused, are disapproved. Courts-mar- 
tial are convened to try cases sent before them by com pe- 
tept autbority. They bave no power to frame charges 
themselves tor trial, except as provided by the 86th Articie 
of War, nor to mooify in any such way the charges und 
specifications oraered betore them.

PHILADELPHIA, Ist rate, 12 guns (flagship), Capt. 
Frederick Rodgers. Returned to Tompkinsville, 
Staten Island, on Nov. 1 from a 48 bours’ trial at 
sea. She will go into dock at the New York Navy- 
yard inafew days to-bave her bottom cleaved, 
three of her gun carriages, which were disabled 
during the test of the guos, replaced by new ones 
from the Washington Gun Foundry, and some minor 
repairs to her machinery made. She will aiso be 
titted witb one of Bairds evaporators. 

Concerning the trial one of ber officers writes: 
“We had asuccessful trial trip. Everything worked 
well except the air pumps and the minor details, 
such as water gauges, which were unreliable. Had 
at times 160 lbs. of steam, and made at one time 112 
revolutions per winute, but as the work called for 
varied all the time, makiug tests for tactical diame- 
ter, stopping and starting tests, we did little to- 
wards making speed tests.

THE pvames of the vessels comprising the Brazilian 
squadron now sailing for New York are the Aquida- 
ban and the Guanabaro, Rear Admiral Silveira in 
command.

Tue Czar bas made the Prince of Montenegro a 
present of a first-rate cruiser, the Yaroslawli, but 
the gift will pot be formally handed over until next 
year, as the Prince must raise acrew and engage 
naval ufficers to command bis veseel. 

DURING 8 severe gale off the coast of Nova Scotia, 
the crew of No. 60 Torpedo-boat had to take refuge 
on the gunboat Pelican. The torpedo-boat was 
afterwards towed by ap American schooover into 
Halifax, giving rise io the report current at the 
time of the Joss of the crew. 

THE Chatham dockyard men have built into the 
first-class battleship Hood a total weight of 5 400 
tons in fourteen montbs, and the Portamouth men 
into the sister ship Royal Sovereign 5,200 tons in 
twelve months—a performance which they state is 
unique and unequalled in the annals of ship con- 
struction. 

AsSPEcIAL draft of 150 men from the Brooklyn 
Navy-yard will leave for the cruiser San Francisco, 
at the Mare Island yard, Monday evening. Licut.

Tue North Atlantic pilot chart for November is 
at band and contains its usual valuable information 
among which isa record of reports received for 18 
months of the drift of bottle papers in the North 
Atlantic. The forecast given fur November indi- 
cates that the West Indian hurricane season has 
now practically ended, and the gales that are en- 
countered with increasing frequency north of the 
40th parallel are mostly from the westward and 
northward. During the winter months the usual 
track of storm centres, or areas of Jow barometer, is 
eastward across the northern United States and 
Canada, and then about east northeast of the At- 
lantic. During the passage of these areas of low 
barometer westerly gaies are felt at points lying 
south of their tracks, shifting to northwesterly and 
blowing very bard for several days. At least three 
or four of these gales are likely this month t> attain 
the force of astorm. Little or no ice will be en- 
countered south of the 48th parallel. Fogs will be 
much Jess frequent, owing to prevailing north- 
westerly (off-spore) winds. Strong northers are 
likely to be felt in the Gulf fof Mexico. The north- 





east trades will be light and somewhat variable.

ACCORDING to a letter received at the Navy De- 
partment trom Chi+f Eogr. Loring, in charge of the 
evaporation test of tbe Thornycroft boiler in the 
Cushing, very good results were obtained in the 12- 
bour trial uoder forced draught. Tbe average coal 
consumption for tbe 12 bours was 44 pounds per 
square foot of grate surface per hour and the aver- 
age evaporation was about 7% pounds of water for 
each pound of coal. The feeu water was at tbe tem- 
perature of tbe city mains and thesteam pressure in 
the boiler was 250 pounds. For the first tbree bours 
of the test the average consu nption was 59 pounds 
of coal per square footof grate surface per bour, 
the reason for the subsequent falling off being tbat 
the coal contuined about 10 per cent. of refuse, and 
there was Do opportunity to clean the fires. 


Tue details regarding the loss of the Turkish 
man-of- war Ertogrul and 584 lives have just brea 
received. Toes Ertogrul saiied from Yokonama on 
Sept. 15, and was wrecked tbree days afterwards off 
Osima Light, at the entrance of tbe Kii Channel. 
Only 69 out of 653 persons on board were saved. 
During a typboou the steam pipe burst and disa- 
bled the already weak engine. According to the 
account given by ope survivor the caief eogineer 
was called to the engine room, and an explosion 
took placea moment later. Capt. Ali Bey ordered 
the boats to be lowered immediately, but they were 
swamped as soon as they toucbeu the water, and 
were swept away by the beavy seas. Five minutes 
after the explosion tbe wreck sank out of sight. The 
German guoboat Wolf took the survivers to Kobe, 
100 miies from the wrevk. There were manv youths 
of bigh Turkish families on board the Ertogrul, 
which was making a tour of the world. Woiie iu 
Japanese waters in July the ship lost forty of ber 
crew by cholera, and she had just left quarantine 
when wrecked.

U. 8. NAVY REGULATION CIRCULAR NO. 78. 
NAVY DEPARTMENT, WASHINGTON, Oct« ber 31, 1890. 
Water in Double Bottoms of Iron and Steel Ships. 

THE double bottoms of iron and steel ships may be util- 
ized tor carrying fresh water only upon occasicns of emer- 
geocy, whep, in the judgment of the commending officer, 
tbe circums' ances justify it. 

Under ordinary service conditions the double bottoms 
sbeuld be kept free from water. 

When fresh or salt water is admitted to the double bottom 
of a shio 1 commission, +ither purpesely or aceidentalis, 
the commuonding officer shall, as soon as vracticable, report 
the fact and the accomparying circumstances to the De- 
partment. B. F. Tracy, Secretary of the Navy. 





THE MARINE CORPS. 


SPEAKING of the Marine Corps iu a recent article, 
the New York Sun said: It has been said that the 
corps was organiz-d before a single vessel of the 
Navy was senttosea, Atall events, under its first 
commandart, Msjor Samuel Nichole, appointed 
June 25, 1876, it served in the fleet of Commodore 
Hopkinoe, and won a battle early in 1777 by attack- 
ing and carrying the British works on New Provi- 
dence Island, one of the Babamas. The marines 
also achieved renown under Joho Paul Jones in the 
victory of the Ranger over the Drake and in that 
of the Bon Homme Richard over the Serapis. 
Major Nicbols continued in command long after 
the war, and was succeeded in 1800 by Lreut.-Col. 
W. W. Burrow, and be in 1804 by Lieut.-Col. Frank - 
lho Whartop, wbo commanded toe s0rps until 1819, 
when Lieut.-Co!l. Anthony Gale bad it until 1820. 
During tbe last 70 years the Marine Corps has bad 
Only four commaodants. (ol. Archibaid Hender- 
800 was appointed Oct. 17, 1820, and served until bis 
deatb, Jan. 6, 1859. Co). Joba Harris, bis successor, 
beld office unt! bis death in 1864, which occurred 
when be bad been 50 years in service, although only 
five in chief command. Then came Col. Jacob Zeilin, 
who was pluced on the retired list in 1576, at the age q 
of 70, after a total service of 45 years. He was suc- 
cecded Nov. 1, 1576, by Col. McCawley. The record 
of Col. McCawicy furnishes an example of the 
ebare which bas been taken by tbe Murine Corps in 
land campuigns as well as sea fights in the various 
ware of the country. Indeed, tbe history of the 
corps is a very bonorable and useful one, und its 
command may well be coveted. After the change 
in command it is possib'e that some change in the 
organ zation of tne corps will be attempted, since 
1:8 Guties and its career need to be reviged in accord- 
ance with the new requirements of naval warfare, 
as weil as with reference to the increase of our 
aoe | and the change in the character of its war 
ships.

Ir seems, aud is, very strange that in the four 
years of study at Annapolis and West Point such a 
sipall percentsge o! those graduating from those 
institutions cor quer the sivgle qualification of legi- 
ble penmanship, when algebra, calculus and gun- 
very are to them like the alphabet toachil). Very 
few of our officers of tbe Army and Navy write 
good bands, Most of them write wretcnealy, and 
quite a pumber cannot make themsrl ves understood 
ou account of the impoesi: il.ty to read toeir writing, 
and if it were vot f..r civil employees—cler ke, shipr- 
writersand secretaries (who usually do their writing 
for them, especially if itis of any wogty)—.beir re- 
ports could only be consigned to the wuste-paper 
barket as refuee matter. Cierks in the War Depart- 
ment aod Navy Department who are not familiar 
with tbe signatures of officers of tne Army apd Navy 
apd who receive correspondence from them, bave 
to keep covstaotly by their side aregisier toidentily 
the person writing to the Department; and even 








ihbep it has sometimes been necessary to refer to 
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some one in the office familiar with toe signature. 
Robinson or Williamsur, for instance, might look 
lize Kob—— or Nelson, or anything else than Rob- 
ipson er Williamson. . 

1t is said by some old War Department employees 
that Gen. Meigs once submitted a paper with a long 
manuscript endorsement to Gen. Sherman, then 
commandiog the Army.

They 
will probably be given a little more latitude in’ac- 
ceptiug plates,whiob, while they do not technically 
meet all the requirements of the specifications, are 
known tobe good plates and suitable for the pur- 
poses of che Department. It is probable, too, that 
some changes wiil be made in the inspectors. There 
will be no changes in the chemical or pbysical re- 
quirements of the present specifications, but it is 
thought they will beso far modified as to admit of 
the purchase of steel made by other processes than 
the open heartb, especially the Clapp Griffith. 








From the Naval and Military Magazine we learn 
that the latest horseshoe is constructed from layers 
of papere, glued togetherand subjected to bydraulio 
pressure; each layer is treated with oi), turpentine, 
etc., rendering it impervious to moisture, and the 
specially manufactured glue is insensible to the in- 
fluence of moderate heat and water. This paper 
shoe is attached securely to the hoof by gutta- 
percba, and being very elastic permits the expansion 
of the hoof. It is very tough and durable, does not 
become brittle with use, and wears rougb, thus 
greatly preventing borses slipping. 








Tue New York Times quotes an “eminent praoc- 
titioner’’ as saying: ** The civil code bas been con- 
tinually simplified, but the military code never,” 
and then his eminence proceeds to pitch into the 
garrison Court-martial system, whicb, says he, is 
“only one instance, but it shows the tendency of 
the whole institution to pile on the agony—to wind 
on the red tape.” The “summary court ” then, in- 
stituted by law to replace the garrison court, 
must, according to this writer, be a mytb. But 
deeper gloom eettles over us when we read that 
“most of our Army officers spend their lives in 
semi-exile on the frontier, drop behind their friends 
in other walks of life and lose interest in the live 
topics of the day.” This would be truly pitiable 
were it not chat its absurdity is truly laughable. 





“Governor Ferry,” the San Francisco Law 
Librarian states, “* recently wrote the following to 
an applicant for an appointment as notary: ‘In re- 
sponse toa written request of twenty of the mag- 
nates of Seattle, you bave been appointed to the 
exalted, honvrable and lucrative position of notary 
public. I ask you bowever to bear in mind one re- 
sponsibility that may devolve upon you. In the 
event that there should be an invasion of the State 
by a foreign foe, 1 shall probably call out the no- 
taries public of the State, instead of the militia, as 
the former outnumber tbe latter by several bun- 
dred.’"

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THE 4SRMY AND ITs FUTURE. 
THe Army Reports are beginning to come to uy 
and socn the history of the year will be laid before 
the country for consideration and comment—at 
least so much of it as is spread upon theofficial rec- 
ord. The year has been a quiet one. Indian dis. 
turbances have been at a minimum, and not even 
local riots have disturbed the routine of service, 
The Army. is unqnestionably entering upon new. 
conditions, and the effort of the military authorities 
during the year has been chiefly directed to adjust- 
ing the Service to them. What success is to attend 
the various new measures inaugarated it is too early 
to say.~ Obange in itself brings uncertainty, doubt . 
and foreboding, and it is not strange if a bint of 
this uneasy condition should vome to us from vari- 
ous departments of the military administration, 
There is a tale of a Frenchman who had a famous 
cure for eczema. He invited a fmend in to'see a 
notable example of a perfectly successful applica- 


tion. ‘But,” exclaimed the observer, “the patient 
is dead.” ‘‘Ah, yes!” replied the delighted doctor, 
‘*but he died cured.” 


It is certainly to be heped that the various appli- 
cation of remedies to Army disorders will not result 
in this form of radical correction. It is not to be 
torgotten that matters at an Army post, in actual 
contact with troops, assume an aspect very differ- 
ent from that presenting itself to ome who looks 
down from the lofty heights of newspaper criticism, 
or even from the snug seclusion of a War Depart- 
ment office. There is no disguising the fact that 
the Army is in astate of uncertainty, not to say 
trepidation, as to what is coming next. Never, 
within our knowledge, has there been such a 
cyclone of reform, and nobody is quite sure as to 
whose mansion will be left standing when the storm 
is overpast. It first symptom was something in the 
nature of a panic upon the subject of desertion with 
the storm centre in the vicinity of the War Depart- 
ment or the White House. From there it has spread, 
in gradually enlarging circles, until every depart- 
ment of the Service has been affected. When the 
clouds roll by we may happily learn tbat nothing has 
been swept away that may not be replaced with nore 
useful and enduring structures. Even the old 
rookeries have a certain sacredness to those who 
have long dwelt in them, and perhaps they are not 
m a state of miod to pass impartial judgment upon 
the value of the new order. 

To show what they do say let us quote from a 
letter from a company officer iying before us as we 
write. Hesays: ‘‘The great hobby of the War 
Department seems to be the lessening of desertions, 
and 1” its efforts to accomplish this it has appeared 
to consider everything else of Jesser importance. 
The Secretary may show in his next report that 
fewer men deserted than last year, but if he makes 
a full statement of the condition of the Army he 
can scarcely make it appear that the difference in 
desertion is worth the difference in discipline, or 
morale, among the balance. The frivolous com- 
plaints of enlisted men that are streaming up 
through military channels to the fountain of mili- 
tary justice must somewhat disturb its placid 
waters. The old officers are generally of the opin- 
ion that the Army is going to the 
** Making due allowance for the proverbial grumb- 
ling disposition of the old soldier, there is prob- 
ably good cause for uneasiness concerning the use- 
fulness and prestige of the Army. What is the 
essential merit of the Regular Army? What is the 
traditional peculiarity which has distinguished it 
in the public mind and placed it above all militia 
or other military bodies in the country? Iz is its 
discipline and the respect of its rank and file for 
their superior officers. The War Department bas 
been working fora year or more to compromise 
with a few vagabonds in the ranks who are dis- 
posed to desert, by making concessions to their dis- 
satisfaction at military restraint and loosening the 
hold of their officers; upon them and their fellow 
soldiers, The proper remedy for desertion, so far 
as it admits of remedy, is to enlist men who will 
not desert, and not erlist tramps. So far as post 
and company commaniers are responsible for de- 
settion, they have been culpably over-lenient, or 
have neglected properly to instruct and train their 
commands. It is by making our soldiers more sol- 








cuwmbrance to his battalion.”” Few will dissent to 
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reconcile them to their lot. Idleness, and fatigue 
labor have been the cause of immeasurably more 
desertion than hars!ness or injustice on the part 
of officers. 

‘* All officers who have commanded companies be- 
lieve that it is more advantageous to get rid of poor 
soldiers than to retain them in the Service. But the 
War Department takes just the opposite view of the 
matter. Ali company commanders, too, know tbat 
it is important to offer every inducement to good 


soldiers to remain in the Service, but the War D.- . 


partment, as shown in G. O. No, 80, thinks it ad- 
visable 1ooffer. every -indueement possible .for 
them to leave the Service. -Tne policy of our Gen- 
eral Staff ix, therefore, to keepthe worthless men in 
the Army and open wide the doors for the good men 
togoout. If aman in your company is « chronic 
drunkard, or a coffirmed sot; just drunk enough 
erditarily not to be in his right mind, andso drunk 
on pay days as to go regularly to the guardhouse, 
and ‘he applies for his discharge on the ground that 
the Army drives him to despair and drink, to the 
ruin of his body and soul; aud you recommend tha! 
he be discharged, you will be snubbed by the noti- 
fication that this man is a subject for discipline and 
not for discharge. Now I would lik» to know how 
you w_uld discipline such a man. Would you take 
him out every now and then and turn a stream of 
water on him, or duck him in the watering trough ? 
Not if you cared to remain-in the Army, you would 
not. I should like to know what you would do 
with him. 

‘* Oa the other hand, suppose you have a steady, 
intelligent man who is invaluable as a company 
elerk or ist sergeant, and he sees an opening in 
civil life,or fancies that the company commander is a 
little too exacting with him, as may naturally appear 


- to him to be the case, he files an application, when 


the time comes, for a three months’ furlough and 
his discharge. The captain has uo extra induce 
m-n‘s to offer him to keep him longer in the Service, 
and the Adjutant-General’s offer of a civilian’s 
freedom and independence is accepted. 

** One of the reasons why our troops are not more 
thoroughly drilled is that the officers have to devote 
an excessive amount of time to paper work and the 
red tape of administration. One can hardly go off 
en leave for a month and not find on returning to 
duty that, besides learning the regulations over 
again, one has an additional return or report of 
some kind to work on. Thanks be to whoever 
deserves them, for the Summary Court. It elimin- 
ates the proceedings of Garrison Oourts from the 
cribbling to be done by a large class of officers. 
The reform that is needed in the Army, the true 
reform, will never be accomplished until somebody 
big enough sits down on the whole set of Staff De- 
partments and requires them to reduce the writing 
that has to be done for them about 50 per cent. 
With this end attained, and promotion accelerated 
as it will be uuder the working of the lineal bill, 
the Secretary of War should be able to increase the 
efficiency of the Army more markedly than has 
been done by any previous administration since the 
war. Perhaps he thinks he has already done so. 
Nous verrons.” 

We permit this officer to speak for himself and 
for his class, not because we have any unwillingness 
to express an opinion, but because he is in a posi- 
tion to judge by actual experience as to the prac- 
tical working of some recent reforms. There is no 
other test, and it is well that those who have faith 
in them should listen to what is to be said on the 
ether side. When they canonize a saint at Rome in 
all fairness they suffer the devil to have an adyo- 
cate. 

In the national ovation to that magnificent sol- 
dier, Field Marshal von Moltke, Germany has given 
us a strixing illustration of the moral force of the 
distinctively military ideas, the ideas of duty, of 
honor, of loyal devotion to the Fatherland. With- 
out these, what is our military establishment worth ? 
How are we best to preserve them for ourselves, for 
our posterity, for the country, which is certain to 
have need of them in its hour of extremity—as 
sure to come in the fucure as the conflict between 
right and wrong, between self-seeking and public 
spirit, is toendure ? How has Germany developed 
and maintained them? How has 1t welded into the 
grand fabric of Empire the discordant Teutonic

States, scattered at-the opening of the century over 
sbip, and it could be inflited and used with facility 


the face of Europe, the prey to internul dissension 
and foreign aggression? Has it been by making 
the Army an easy place for the bummer and the 
deadbeat, or even by leading into soft ways the 
honest soldier? Germany may or may not have 
gone too far in the one direction; let the result 
answer for itself. But donot our footsteps tend 
dangerously toward the opposite extreme ? 








NAMES OF VESSELS OF WAR. 


Just after the first vessels of the new Navy had 
‘received their names«from™ Secretary Chandler, we 
remarked thai there-was “‘ much in: a name,” and 
instanced that of Boston as one that should not 
have been given, as it had been more or less of an 
unlucky one. Of course it is merely a coincidence, 
bat still it must be confessed a singular onc, that 
the new eraft which bears that name has not been 
so fortunate as her sister Atlanta; the latter has 
had no specially eventful iucidents so far in ber 
career, while the Boston, during a considerably less 
term of service, has been unfortunate enough to 
have had the yellow fever in the West Indies, to 
bave run ashore in Narragansett Bay, and to have 
experienced a somewhat serious accident to her 
ancbor gear, while she is at present undergoing ex- 
tensive repairs to her macain ry. She thus bears 
out the tradition of misfortune which attaches to 
the name, and fo a certain extent justifies the cur- 
rent nautical notion that no new vessel should be 
named after one tbat has been lost. Of the new 
vessels which are to be named by Secretary Tracy 
3ix are first rates, to be named after States. It is 
more than probable that States whose names bave 
not heretofore been represented on the Navy list 
will be those from which selection will be made. 

There are two second rates, to be named after 
cities, pow under construction, and there are many 
applicants in various parts of the country. If it is 
desirable, and it certainly seems to be so, that the 
names of former days are to be perpetuated, it 
would seem peculiarly appropriate that that of 
Princeton should have a successor: the original 
craft of this name was the first screw vessel ever 
possessed by the Navy; while of the names of this 
class associated with the late war, those of Canan- 
daigua, Marblehead, and Cincinnati, among others, 
had honorable records. Suvannah is also a name 
not unworthy of preservation. Of the six third 
rates to be ‘‘ named after names or events con- 
nected with the naval bistory of the United States,” 
one has already pre-empted that of Muchias. It is 
to vessels of this rate that we must look for names 
that shall recall the glories of the past, and there is 
no want of numbers from which selection can be 
made. Of the revolutionary period the Bon Homme 
Richard and Serapis ; of the later wars, conclud- 
ing with that of 1812, the L’Insurgente, Flambeau, 
Tripoli, Macedonian, Peacock, Boxer, Reindeer, 
Epervier, Confiance, Detroit, Cyane, and Java, not 
to mention many others, recail names associated 
with events replete with honor toour arms. Any 
person would be proud to serve on board a vessel 
bearing one of these honored names, wiich would 
constitute a constant object lesson both to the 
younger generation of officers and men of the Navy 
as well as of civilians, to whom in most cascs they 
are hardly even ‘* the shadow of a dream.” 








ADMIRAL RIEUMER at Toulon recently ascended in 
a balloon which was stopped, lowered, and ma- 
ne ivred at the pleasure of the Admiral, who con- 
veyed his orders by means of a telephone-wire 
twined round the cable which held the balloon cap- 
tive. After descending with great ease, the end of 
the balloon cable was made fast to a torpedo-boat, 
which steamed out into the open and returned, 
always with the balloon in tow. ‘be cable was 
then shifted to a wagon, drawn by eight men, and 
it was thus demonstrated that a captive balloon can 
accompany a landing party. The ballvon was next 
towed out to sea by a torpedo-boat, and during the 
passage several ascents were made by officers to the 
height of from 250 to 300 metres. Frigate-Cap‘ain 
Fraysseix, commanding the Saint Louis, also made 
an ascent, and, by the aid ot the telephone-wire, 
gave the necessary orders for the working of his 
ship with great precision. These ascents while

man@uvred without inconvenience even in a masted 


on board any class of versel. Oa-arriving between 
Hseres and Toulon towards noon, Lieutenant Ser- 
pette, at an altitude of 200 metres, let go the cable. 
The balloon soon rose to a height of 1,800 metres. 
After taking some observations he descended in the 
open sea, and after having passed over the Couronne, 
was taken on board by the Awdacieug without his 
car having touched the water. By an application 
of the principle by which torpedoes are chargéd op 
borrd ship with compressed air, it is expected that 
every ironclad will be fitted with~a-reservoir of 
hydrogen, so that a balloon may be brought out of 
the store-room, inflated, and be ready for use ina 
few minutes, The staff of the School of Ballooniiig 
at Lagoubran is, as a consequence of these expéri- 
ments, to be largely increased. 








Tue General Order (No. 129) which we published 
last week prescribing the details on extra and spe- 
cial duty to be hereafter allowed at all gar- 
risoned posts, is a step in the right direetion. The 
term ‘ daily duty,” which we have more than once 
referred to in the past as a misnomer, bas been 
abolished and in its place comes ‘‘ special duty,” as 
contradistingmshed from ‘‘extra duty,” whiel 
carries extra pay. A rigid observance of the tew 
regulations will be of benefit to the Service, for it 
cannot be denied that the tendency of the old sys- 
tem of daily and extra duty details was to form » 
class of non combatants who seldom, if ever, at- 
tended a parade, had not handled a musket for 
years, and had forgotten nearly all they formerly 
knew of a soldier’s “duty” whatever kaowledge- 
they may acquired of “extra duty.” So far as 
practicabie, proficiency in the arduous duties of a 
soldier should be the guide in the selection of mom 
for special or extra details, and if at the stated in- 
spections and drills for this class it is found some 
have run behind, then back to duty these should go 
until they have ‘* caught up.” 








SBOOND COMPTROLLER GILKESON has reversed his 
previous decision denying the mght of Army officers 
and others toclaim reimbursement of the cost of 
sleeping-car accommodations paid by them travel- 
ling on duty. After very thoughtful consideration, 
he says, he is pow satisfied that it was tLe intention 
of Congress to allow during the present fi:cal year - 
sleeping-car fare in all cases where the travel shalb 
be direc'ed by competent authority, and where it is. 
necessary for the public service. 








GENERAL GIBBON seems to have discovered, in the- 
course of bis religious investigations, that there is a 
higher authority than ‘‘ the Providence of God,” if 
we may judge from the wording of the most excel 
lent circular which appears elsewhere. By this cir- 
cular, officers of his command are instructed that 
“nothing but the Providenee of God, an order 
from higher authority,” etc., will justify their ab- 
sence from Court-martial duty. 





A new equipment for the infantry soldier, the in- 
vention of Capt. Geo. H. Palmer, 16th lnf., bas been 
referred by the Commanding General of the Army 
to the Chief of Ordnauce for trial. The equipment 
consists of carrying braces and two bags, the bags 
being joined togetber by one piece of canvas, which 
forms their back. The equipment weighs three 
pounds and six ounces. The shvulder straps are 
secured to a back brace by rivets, so as to turn on. 
their fastenings. The brace gives additional bearing 
surface for the weight carried; its shape enables 
the shoulder straps to be attacbed in such a manner 
as to separate them on the back and shoulders an@ 
prevent their slipping off the shoulders, The braces 
adjust themselves to fit any siz or form of should- 
ere, and with them aload can be carried without 
compressure of the waist or chest, or bearing down 
on tbe bips, or pulling backward of the shoulders, 
leaving the body, arms, and shoulders free in their 
meuvements.

MANDING THE ARMY. 


Tue apvoual report of John M. Schofield, Major- 
Geperal Commanding the Army, i« an iaoteresting 
review of the military bistory of the year. He re- 
fers to the death of Gen. Crook and the changes in 
commands following, nextto tbe practical cersa- 
tion of Indian hostilities and the opportunity this 
offers to give greater attention to the needs of the 
country respecting its relations to foreign powers. 
Oo this. bead Gen. Schofield says: *“ [be time bas 
now come when the future possible or probable 
military necessities of the country should dictate 
military policy. The small R-gular Army should be 
so stationed that it may be prepared at the shortest 
potiee to respond to any call which may be made 
upon its services, and at tbe same time [to assist in 
all practicable ways in preparing ‘the much larger 
body of tbe militia of :be several States, or Na 
tional Guards, for active service in time of need, It 
is believed to be so manifest to all who will consider 
the subject, tbat demonstration 1s unnecessary ; that 
the important seaboard cities of the United states 
rhould beso fortified, armed and manned as to be 
capable of self-defence against the attack of any 
foreign fl et: and that each of the great seacoasts 
of the United States should he provided with an 
adequate fleet of seagoing battleship», capable of 
attacking upon the broad ocean any bostile fl-et 
which might attempt to biockade its harbors or de- 
stroy its commerce. If tbe important seaports are 
adequately fortified and armed, one such filet, it is 
presumed, will be sufficient for each of the great 
oceans. lt may be confidently stated that among 
military men tbere is seen no ground for difference 
of opinion on this subject, namely, that an adequate 
seacoast defence requires both the fortification of 
each of the great seaports and the provision of an 
adequate ficet to take the part of the ‘ offensive de- 
fepsive’ in the event of war with avy foreign 
power.” 

The recommendations of the Fortification Board 
are approved witha modifivation concerning the 
portbero frontier, which *‘ will pot, it is believed, in 
apy conceivable event require such defence.” Satis- 
factory progrers bas already been made with the 
work of prepsration for fortifivation and arma- 
ment, aud it bas been demorstrated that the United 

tates can manufacture guns, etc , equal (Oo the besf. 

continuance of liberal appropriations is revom- 
wended and tbe importance of placing ourselves in 
a position tbat will not invite aggression is once 
more urged upon public attention. 

—- toe Rio Grande tbere has been friendly co- 
operation with tbe Mexican autborities, and on that 
frontier * efficient police work will be required of 
the troops for some years to come.” 

Congress baving determined the strength of tbe 
military forces, ‘much attention bas been given to 
the considerstion of the messures pecessary to 
make this sma'l force most effective and mvat use- 
ful.”” Tne reduction in the number of active com- 
panies of cavairy and infantry is the result. Coao- 
cerping this, Gen. Schofield says: *‘ This great re- 
duction ion the number of enlisted men below that 
coptemplateu in tue law prescribing the organizi- 
tion of the Army, and below that requisite for the 
¢ffiviency of all arms of the line, made it necessary 
for the Executive to distribute the enlisted men 
allowed by Jaw among the different arms, accord- 
ing to the necessities of the Service, as they might 
atise from time to time.” 

“The statute which prescribed the number of nop- 
cow missioned officers of a company of ivfantry also 
prescribed the mivimum uumber of frivatey, viz., 
50for eacn company. To bave maintained the in- 
fantry at this miniwuo, as indicated in this statute, 
would bave taken all the privates then allowed to 
the artillery and more tban 2,000 from the cavalry. 
That isto say, the efficiency of tbe artillery, both 
light and heavy, would bave been entireiy de- 
stroyed and the cavalry seriously weakened. This 
being wholly inadmissible,’ the change witb which 
the Army is fam:liar was made. “This great re- 
duction in the number of privates allowed to the 
sea coast batteries reudered them practically ineffi- 
ciepot as sucb, and made it recessary whenever those 
troops were required for avy important service to 
unite the men of thetwoor more companies pres- 
ent into a single company, to render them effective, 
The vame was true io a gi eat degreein the infantry.” 

“lt bas now become imperative that the seacoast 
batteries be filled to such strength as to make them 
¢ff+clive in tue use of modern seacoast gune and in 
the care of the fortifivatior.s whose 2onstruction is 
pow commencing. Accepting the prerens limit as 
baving been fixed, at least for the time being, there 
remained DO altervative but to stop the assiguament 
of Geueral Service recruits to the infantry and fill 
up the seacoast artillery. Lt is manifestly far wiser 
to make each organization large enough to be 
effective and diminish the number of organizations 
thao to reduce ail toan ineffective skeleton. It is 
also believed, as before suggested, tnat tors is far 
more accurately in avcordance wito the law reduc- 
ing the pumber of enlisted men, as it was mani- 
festly not tne purpose of Congress in that reduction 
to reduce upy part of the Army to an ineffective 
skeleton. The nuwber of cfficers pow and bhereto- 
fore babituaily absent on detached service suggests 
the limit of most effective reduction. Whenever 
Congress shall be pleased to give the Army suffi- 
went enlisted streneth to muke all its orgauiz itious 
effective, the Jaiter can readily be filled up and 
fitted for service iu the field. [no the meantime it is 
proposed to waiptain torougbout toe three arms 
pearly the same uoiform effective atrength as that 
above vamed—tbree offivers and about sixty men 
to each troop, battery and company. It is hoped 
tbat Congr’ ss may be pleased at an early day to i0- 
crease the limit of the enlisted streagth of the Army 
10 that tixed io tbe Actof July 5, 1870, viz., toirty 
thousand. This is tbe proper miuimuw streogth of 
& pesce estaviisomen! under the orgao:z:tion fixed 
by the Act of March 3, 1869, and continued up to the 
preseot ume. 

Toe orgunization of a cadst battalion is recom- 
meuded witu a view to tbe education of its mem- 
bers tor service as N.C, offi-ers and offivers. As 
two troops to each regimeut of cavalry arerequired 
for service at po-ts wito iofaotry, but two tu.ty or 
gao Zed battalions can be maiutained wita each 
regiuent. Toe conditions ure, therefore, pow 
favorable to the partial organization of a turd bat- 
talion of each regiment of cavuiry, to be fully. or- 





tions, a full battalion of infantry can ovcupy a sin- 
gle post,and io many cases two battalions; hence 
it will, doubtless, be practicable for many years to 
leave the third battalion as a depot battalion, bear- 
ing on its rolls the names of all officers on detached 
service, prolouged leaves of absence, ete, who 
would be recalled in the event of war. in the 
artillery servica it will also, in general, be practic- 
able to. bave one ard in some cases two battalions 
of foot artillery serving at the same station, or at 
nearly adjacent stations, where the colonel and 
other field officers may exercise immediate com- 
mand of the two battalions. 

A scbeme is presented for the distribution of a 
force of 30,000 men, viz : LIafantry. 25 regiments (8 
companies each), 14125; cavalry, 19 regiments (10 
troops each), 7,060; artillery. 7 regiments ‘10 batte- 
ries each), 5,145; Eagineers, Ordnance, de:achmenta, 
N. C. staff, prison guards.and Indian scouts, 2,365; 
recruits, including cadete, 1 315 ; 

The passage by Congress of the bills now pending 
and favorably reported to reorganize the artillery 
and infantry of the Army, giving to the artillery the 
very moderate increase necessitated by the extent 
of sea coast and tbe contemplated fortiications and 
armament, will enable the War Department to place 
the small Regular Army upon. the most efficient 
footing, and enable it, itis believed, to meet, as far 
as possible, the present requirements of the Service 
in time of peace, including the instruction of the 
great body of organized militia that must be relied 
upon as the main body of the Army im time of war. 

Heavy artiliery battalions should be at once or 
ganized in the sea board States and assigned to 
places for instruction 1m company with regular 
troops and under competent artillery officers, 

As soon as type gunsof modern construction are 
placed in position, the artillery troops will be per- 
fected in all that pertains to their use in actual ser- 
vice. Toe militia batteries which may be organized 
for this purpose can share at once in this annual in- 
struction, and thus become without delay a thor- 
oughly reliable artillery reserve for the defence of 
the great seacoast cities and harbors nearest their 
own bomes. 

Bienbial field exercises upon a large scale are sug- 
gested, and it is hoped that it will be found praoti- 
cable to send at least some representatives of the 
N. G. to take part in this instruction, which, being 
made to similate as nearly as possible the actual 
operations of war, cannot fail to be highly benefi- 
cial to all concerned. 

The result of the instruction of the cavalry and 
artillery in their special arms bas been all that could 
be desired. The time has passed when it was neces- 
sary to employ them as infantry, and the instruc- 
tiou of each arm of the service may be more cl sely 
confine’ to that which will make the troops most 
efficient in their own special service. 

Ihe reduction in the number of company bar- 
racks and troop stables required has facilitated the 
policy of abandoning temporary frontier posts and 
resulted in great saving. 

Gen. Schofield describes the difficulty of properly 
distributing the brevet promotions for Indian ser- 
vice becauve of the failure of the Commanding 
General of the Army at that time to approve the 
Department commander’s recommendations. He 
says: ** Unquestionably, many more officers have 
merited the distinciion of brevet rank, but this can- 
not pow be given them, because of the lapse of time 
and the lack of official reports of the special gallant 
services which merited such distinction.’’ He be- 
lieves all that is possible has been done with the 
most faithful assistance of the officers and clerks of 
the Adjutant Generai’s Office, in the discharge of 
this difficult task. 

He gives some account of the operations of the 
Ordoance and Fortification Board, and in conclu- 
sion says: ‘“‘L beg leave to say that the several 
measures recommended by the Secretary of War 
and enacted by the present Congress will, in my 
judgment, prove of great and lasting benefit to the 
military service; and I believe that the efforts of 
Congress and of the Executive to increase the effi- 
ciency and usefulness of the military establishment 
are cordially appreciated and seconded by the offi- 
cers and men of the Army. The zeal and fidelity 
with which the duties of the Army have been per- 
formed merit my commendation.”

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THE NEW RANGE FINDER. 
INVENTED BY LIEUT. BRADLEY A. Fiske, U. 8. N.

WE reproduce from the New York Electrical En- 
gineer, of Oct. 1. the following somewhat condensed 
description of the latest and improved design for a 
range-finder, invented by Lieut. Fiske, and now be- 
ing placed on the new sbips of the U. 8. Navy. 

Fig. 1 shows the range finder as actually used on 
ship-board. Tbe instruments are made of aluminum- 
bronze and iron, and way be safely left exposed on 
deck witbout any protection whatever, except thata 
cover is placed over the telescope when not in use. 
The instruments require no care except an occas- 
ional) cleaning. Fig. 2 sbows the manner of 
operation explained, as follows: 

We will suppose AB to bea base line, and T the 
position of a distant object, the range of which AT 
is to be determined. By trigonometry, in the tri- 
angle ATB, 


Let C and D represent two telescopes pivoted at the 
points Aand Band sweeping over arcs E and F of 
conducting material, the arcs having their extremi- 
ties upon the base line AB. Let the telescope C be 
directed upon the point T, assuming tbe position 
represented by C’, in dotted lines. Then obviously, 
the angle C’ A C is equal to the angle A T B and the

In the foregoing formula, the base line A B is 
known by measurement, and the angle A B T may 
be observed; and if the angle A B T is, as shown in 
Fig. 2,a right angle, then the sin A BT becomes 
upity. It remains, therefore, to find the angle 
AT Bin order to determine the distance A T; so 
that it becomes necessary to — a simple and 
rapid means of at once determining what the angle 
AT Bis. To this end, the conducting arcs E, F, are 
connected in the manner of a Wheatstone bridge, 
the four members of which are shown respectively 








meter in the usual way, and also the battery h; the 
terminals of the battery wire being connected to 
the telescopes at their pivot points A, B, so that the 
circuit proceeds through the telescopes to the arcs, 
and then at the arc F divides through the wires b, 
d, and at the arc E divides through the wires a, c. 

It will be plain that when the two telescopes U and 
D stand at rigbt angles to the base line, and hence 
parallel to each other, the bridge will balance, and 
the galvanometer will show no deflection. The lines 
of sight of the two telescopes then being parallel, the 
galvanometer will then indicate infinite range; and 
of course, this will be true no matter where the tele- 
scopes may be on their respective arcs, so long 9s 
their lives of sight are relatively parallel. But if 
one telescope be moved out of parallelism with the 
other, as for example, the telesvope C moved to the 
position CO’, then clearly the bridge will be thrown 
out of balance, and the galvanometer will be de- 
flected. Lt will also be clear that the extent of de- 
fiection of the galvanometer will depend upon the 
length of arc included between the two positions of 
the telescope, C, C’, and will be greater as that arc 
increases; so that with a battery of constant electro- 
motive force, it becomes possible to determine the 
extent of muvement of the telescope C by simply 
observing the indication of the galvanometer. 

It will of course be obvious, that as the angle be- 
tween the positions Cand ©’ of the telescope in- 
creases, the length of the line A T will constantly 
decrease, while the deflection of the galvanometer 
will copstantly increase; so that the galvanometer 
indicates ranges starting from infinity when the 
galvanometer shows no deflection, small ranges be- 
ing indicated by large deflections of the galvano- 
meter, and vice versa. 

If, bowever, the angle A BT is not a right angle, 
then the factor, sin A B T, must be taken into con- 
sideration in solving the formula, 





x sin ABT.

Or, in other words, the observer at the galvano- 
meter nay simply multiply the range indication by 
the sin A B T numerically expressed, in order to re- 
duve the indicated range to the true range. 

To do this, however, would be inconvenient, and 
consequently the connection is applied automati- 
cally. This is effected by taking advantage of a fact 
hitherto unrecognized in electrical science that the 
current in the Wheatstone bridge is increased when 
the battery contacts are removed from tue middle 
position and the wires are cut of such a length in the 
construction of theinstruments that the current 
indications of the galvanometer are therefore in- 
creased in the ratio

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ORDNANCE NOTES. 


A company has been formed in England witha 
capital of £250,000, for the purpose of manufactur- 
ing and developing the Giffard gun. Since perfect- 
ing the 6, 8, and 12 mm. guns as applied to sporting 
and rifle purposes, and a'so pistols of varied calibre, 
M. Paul Giffard has been devoting his entire atten- 
tion to the perfection of a rifle suitable for military 
purposes, as also the application of his invention to 
cannon and other warlike instruments, in which he 
claims to bave already achieved results sufficiently 
satisfactory to justify his belief that the adaptation 
of liquetied gas for war materials will be successful, 


Dr. Joel Justin fired an unloaded 275 pound pro- 
jectile from his dynamite gun at Perryville, Oct. 30, 
to determine by means of an experimental shell the 
exact temperature iuside the shell when it leaves 
the gun, the amount of cushioning and the resiet- 
ance of the inner shell. 











The 15-inch pneumatic dynamite guns for Ft. War- 
rep, Boston, and Fort Svhuyler are three-fourths. 
completed. Ft. Warren receives two guns and fort 
Schuyler three. The Sandy Hook battery, consist- 
ing of two 15-inch guns and one 8-inch gun will be 
ready for mounting within 30 days. The Fort War- 
ren and Fort Schuyler guns are in progress of con- 
struction at the West Point Foundry. Work on the 
three 15 inch guns for San Francwco Harbor has 
not been begun. The 15-inch gun shipped to Eng- 
land has been mounted on the Shoeburyneas range. 
Firing will begin in three or four weeks. The dyn- 
amite and explosive gelatine will be furnished by 
the British authorities. Guo cotton will also be 
used in the projectiles. 

The Manchester Courier's London correspondent 
objects to the sheathed bullet for the new Englisb 
magazine gun, which is understood to be the sug- 
gestion of Sir Henry Halford, as practically an ex- 
plosive bullet, inflicting terrible wounds. Experi- 
ments have been made on the body of a horse re- 
cently killed, which show that the amouator lac- 
eration would be quite unprecedented. At the same 
time the brass contained in the amalgam with which 
the bullet is coated would be very likely to set up 
blood poisoning. The hard casing was originally 
intended not only to give the bullet greater pene- 
trating power, bat a more regular spip, owing to 
fee decrease of friction caused by the smooth sur- 
‘ace. 





The Ordnance Department of the Army has con- 
tracted with the Hotchkiss Ordnance Co., through 
Lieut. G. W. Moore, its Washington agent, for 7,000 
rounds of ammunition for1 5inch Hotchkiss guns 
at $1,500 per 1,000. 





The Ordnance and Fortification Board isin session 
at the War Department this week. It is the regular 
monthly meeting and is devoted principally to the 
consideration of further al'lotment of funds for 
carrying on work already authorized. 





Two bidders responded to the call of the Ordnanee 
Department of the Army for the construction, on 
the Pacific Coast, of twelve 12 inch B. L. mortars-- 
the Risdon Iron Works, of San Francisco, at $2,445 
each, and the Fulton [ron Works, of the same place, 
at $7,870 each. 





In the last fortification appropriation act provi- 
sion is made for finishing and assembling by private 
contractors of 50 per cent. of the forgings for 8, 10 
and 12 inch guns heretofore contracted for by the 
Government provided the work can be done at a 
fair price. Under this provision bids were invited 
for six guns of each of the calibres named, that be- 
ing the estimated number of forgings that could be 
turned out within the year and that could be as- 
sembled for the $200,000 available for the purpose. 
Two bids have been received for this work, that of 
the South Boston lron Works at $9.037 each for 8- 
inch, $25,000 each for 10-inch and $42,000 each for 12- 
inch, and that of the West Point lron Foundry at 
$4,975 each for the 38-inch. The latter firm, not hav- 
ing the necessary plant, did not bid on the two 
larger calibres. ith the exception of the bid by 
the latter firm for the 8-incb guns, the figures offereu 
are largely in excess of what the work can be cone 
for by the Government. The 10-inch gun, which the 
South Boston Works propose to build for $25,000, the 
Ordnance Bureau estimates can be built at the 
Waterviiet Arsenal for $5,500, and the 12 inch, for 
which 842,000 is asked, can be built there for $11,700, 
The bids for ail but the six 8 inch guns will undoubt; 
edly be_rejected as excessive, and nearly all the 
forgings contracted for with the Bethiehem com- 
pany will be finished and assembled at the Water- 
viiet Arsenal, as was intended at the time the con- 
tract for the forgings was made.

THE BEGINNING OF THE AMERICAN NAVY, 


Tue career of the American Navy, strictly speak- 
ing, began witb its reorganization under ashiog- 
ton’s second administration in 1794. At the close of 
the Revolution the vessels that had been built or 
urchased for that struggle bad all been captured, 
ost, or sold except the Alliance, 32 guns, the Deane, 
82, and the George Washington, 20 guns, and soou 
after the aunouncement of peuce these vessels alsu 
were sold. 

At the time Washington assumed the reins of gov- 
ernment 1n 1789 the affairs of the Navy were plaved 
in the bands of the Secretary of War, und it was noc 
until the 30th of April, 1796, that a Navy Depart- 
ment was added to the President's Cabinet, Benja- 
min Stoddert of Georgetown, D. C., beimg the first 
Secretary. On the 27:h of March, 17, a law was 
passed for the establishment of a permucent and or. 
ganized Navy. By this law six trigates rating not 
lees thao thirty-two guns were ordered; but it is 
more than probable that even this step would nu 
bave been taken had it not been for the seizure o 
our merchant os the enslaving of their crews 
by the rovers of bury.

The arms were not in good 
condition—old and worn and in mapy iustances almost 
worthless, The police of the camp was guod and the com- 
pany’s streets clean, Dotwithstanding lovse straw in tbe 
bunks of the men. The food was well cooked and there ap- 
peared to be pienty of it. The sinks were judiciously located 
and kept ip good order. 

On Aug. 4 I reported to Col. Jobn W. Guthrie, commander 
of the Ist Artillery. Iwas present at several battalion drilis 
communded by the colonel. He is an excellent tactician aod 
drills his regiment with snap and vigor. Many movements 
were repeated until he Wes thorougbly satistied of the ac- 
curacy with which they were executed. The companies lo- 
cated in Sacramento were feirly well drilled. Those sta- 
tioued outside were not so prc ficient. In many instances the 
aligoments of companies were poorand the maoual of urms 
decidedly ragged. Oae company of this regiment stationed 
in Sacramento deserves much praise on account of its 
marked exceilence in company drill, the manual aod bayo- 
net exercise, The zeul of its young Commander excited my 
admirativo, Were ull captains as earnest as be, what a per- 
fectly trained boay of men tue guard would be. The arms 
oi tne Ist Artillery, being equipped as intantry, arein no 
better condition than those of the 6tb. The material com- 

ing its rank aod file is not upto the standard of the 6th 
ofuntry. The commissary and quar.ermaster departments 
appeared to be caretully and intelligently administered. The 
food was well cooked, and the men seemed satisfied with its 
quality and quantity. The general police of the camp was 
vooly tuir; Many tents were very untidy on account of the 
loose straw heaped up in thew. Guard duty at first was very 
indifferentiy performed, but every day showed improve- 
ment, and at the end of the week “ Kesnon’s Manual” was 
tairly well tollowed. 

A teature of this encampment was the presence of mapy 
ot tbe otticers’ tamilies—living in camp. This innovation 
may bave its sdvantages, but [ doubt their wilitary char- 
acter, | donot think it sdvisable that the families ot offi- 
cers should live with them in tents. Tbe discipline ot this 
regiment in camp aod intbetown of Santa Cruz was ex- 
cecdingly good. | observed no men in the guardhouse, no 
drunkenness, DO quarreling, Generally the men possessed 
sufficient eell-respect tO maintain discipline without being 
cverced by tear of punishment. 

‘Toe 2d Brigade, N. G. C., went into camp on Aug. 13. The 
logistic arrapgements of tbis brigade were excellent. No 
time was lost in gettipg to or from camp, and the comfort 
ot the men was caretully considered and promoted. The 
brigade consists of the Ist, 3d and 5th Regiments of Iofan- 
try, 2d Artillery and tbe San Francisco Hussars. Gen. Cut- 
ting commanded the brigade and handled iu with ability, He 
wasably assisted by a very efficient adjutant-general, Col. 
Eawaros, The lst Kegiment was driilea by Major Sullivan 
in the firings, Lieut.-Col. Taylor in company and battalion 
skirmishicg, movements from line into column and vice 
versa and by Col. Dickinson iu battalion movements gener- 
ally. ‘These otficers appeured to be well instructed in their 
tactics,and the driilin tbe main was commendable. Col. 
Dickinson is a very abie officer, and commands a very good 
regiment. The line officers are zealous, and take pride in 
the profession of arms. Many have beld their present com- 
missions tor years—Cupt. Busb bas beld bis for 20 and is as 
much of an entbusiast io military matters now as when tirst 
commissioned, The regiment being at rest, J desired to 
koow bow quickly it could commence firing in case of a 
sudden attack. Col. Dickinson intormed the men of what 
was required to be done, tbat when he gave the command 
“” Attention,” they were to lie down and begin tiring as 
quickly as possible and without waiting for turther com- 
mand. In iess than five seconds after the command had 
been given, the greater part of the regiment had assumed 
the prone pcsition and begun firing. 

The military beating of the men of this regiment is very 
good. Clotbing and equipment also good. Arms bag. The 
tood was good avd well cooked, the camp was well policed 
and the latrines were in good order. At the guard mount 
of this regiment the band marched in common time and 
countermarched in quick time, which practice is obsolete. 

Tne 3d Regiment, Co). Barry commanding, has good ma- 
terial, but it needs to be shaped and molded. The men can 
stand a great deal of setting up and careful drilling. More 
energy in this matter on the part of the officers wouid have 
a very beneficial and gratifying effect, for the meu are only 
too wiiling to learn. A little less familiarity between offi- 
cers and men would likewise produce a yery salutary result. 
The 3d is a good regiment, but the colonel requires the ac- 
tive co-operation of bis officers to make it a better one. 

I was present at the arili of the 5th Regiment. It was 
commanded on this occasion by Col, Fairbanks. Tais regi- 
ment ie composed of companits scattered in various locali- 
ties; more than two companies are seldom brought together 
tor instruction, It was nut surprising, therefore, that a lack 
of cobesion and concert of action was appurent in the drilis 
of tbe first and second days. It was gratifying, however, to 
note the effect of bard iubor, close attention and intelligent 
action on tbe part of officers and men at the close ot ine 
week. Anvuther such week would make the 5th a well 
drilied body ot men. The internal economy, arms and 
equipments of the 5th differ little from those of the Ist and 
3a Kegiments. 

The drillot the2d Regiment of Artillery, which is equipped 
as infantry, was good, with the exception of talking in the 
ranks. |t was commanued on this occasion by Licut.-Col. 
Koster, who showed himself to be aclever tactician anda 
zealous and competent officer, The military appearance or 
the 2d was very creditable, notwithstanding the white hel- 
mets, while the rest of toe brigade wore the regulation 
black. The police arrangements of this regiment, especially 
noticed in the cleanly Condition of its streets and the neat- 
ness of the men’s tents, might have been adopted with goud 
results by tbe other regiments of the brigade. The tents 
were models of tidiness; no loose straw to be seen strewn 
around, buteach had acomfortable mattrass. Capt. Sime, 

commanding the light battery, deserves much creait ior the 
mysterly manner in which he handled it, showing the effect 
of’ constant devotion to his duties in the face of much dis- 
courage ment and almost Overwhelming Obstacies, to which 
a less determined man would bave succumbed, The two 
guos of this battery are simply wortbiess—old 10-pound 
Parrotts of 1803, which it would be dangerous to fire with a 
pervice Charge of powuer. Jt is questionabie if- cartridges 


Acjutant Murtay appeared to take great interest | 
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serves comm 0. One of the most deserving and 
painstak officers of this camp is Capt. Keene of the Hus- 
sars. It was gratitying to note, at the end of the week—a 
week of patient, steady, bard work—what a really efficient 
troop of cavairy he succeeded in forming out of a lot of 
green horses and men. 

On the 2ist, after a very creditable parade in line of 
masses, the brigade was inspected and reviewed by Adjt.- 
Gen. Orton, who requested me to join his staff during the 
ceremony. Gen. Orton makes an excellent Adjutant-Gen- 
eral, and the efficiency ot the brigade is largely due to his 
able administration of the duties of bis office. ‘T’ne inspec- 
tion was thorough and rigid, the wheelinzs and alignments 
of companies were in mavy instances faultiess, while ina 
few cares the proper distance between companies was not 

reserved. Gen. Dimond, accompanied by a brilliant staff, 

aspected and reviewed the troops on the 23d. A dress 

parade in line of masses preceded the inspection. The line 
of masses exécuted the lot armsin pertect unison, 
as one battalion. Tne improvement in the military bearing 
of the men, the promptitude acd accuracy in the tormation 
of line vf masses, the manual of arms and marching, as the 
result of the week’s work, was distinctly noticeable. The 
review was foliowed by a stam battie,in which the princi- 
pies of modern attack were iilustrated. 

Before closing this report [ must make mention of the 
signal corps attached to this brigade and under the able 
management of Lieut. Brown. Me es were readily sent 
and received with the beliograpb. Toe arrival of his excel- 
lency Gov. Waterman at the railroad depot, a distaace of 
about a mile and a balf from camp, was in jess tban four 
minutes signaled to Geu. Cutting at bevoquarters. As a rule 
guard duty was very riy done. I visited the sentinels at 
night and examinea them also during the day. Many were 
oo guard for the first time, and very ignorant of their 
duties: however, they appeared anxious to do seutinel 
duty tw the best of their ability. A visit to camp would con- 
vince any one that in the amount uf practical, wholesome, 
and interesting military work accomplished, the instruction 
imparted aud the lessons of discipline, obedience and self- 
reliance taught, Camp Waterman stands high among the 
best encampmenrnts of the National Guard of 1890. 








OHIO NATIONAL GUARD. 


WE make the fohewing extracts from the report of Capt. 
James M. Burns, 17th U.S. Intaotry,and Asst. Inspector 
General on the staff of the Governor and Commander-in- 
Cbiet of Ohio, oa inspections made by him of the different 
organizations of the UObio National Guard during their 
summer encampment: 

On July 9 Linspected Col. Wm. B. Smith’s Ist Regiment 
ot Intantry, then ia camp at Put-in-Bay. The review and 
inspection were conducted in exact accordance with Up- 
ton’s Tactics. Tbe marching and wheeliogof the different 
companies were very ood, and the regiment presented a 
very fine appearance. Every movement proved tout the 
companies bad been well bandied io their armories before 
uoing into Ce mp. 

The guard uuty was performed in an exceilent manner. 
All officers took great iuverest in instructing the non-com- 
missioned officers auu men under their command. During 
my stay with this regiment, 1 did not see or hear of a sin- 
gie case of disoraer. 

On the same day the Toledo Cadets, Capt. W. V. Mc- 
Maken’s company, were inspected, and found to be in ex- 
celient shape; arms, equipments, and clothing were all io 
first-class order. Tue drill aod uiscipline were all that the 
most criucal could desire. Their uniform pants were not 
in strict accordance with the regulations, having a brvad, 
white stripe down the side. z 

Un July 30 l inspected Col. J.C. Howe’s 2d Regiment of 
Intantry, camped at Piezque Isle, pear Toledo. 1 tound, as 
au rule, toe arms, accoutrements and clothiog iu excellent 
shape. All the compunies of this regiment bave improved 
greatly since | inspected them last spriaog; but the compa- 
nies stationed at Celina and Upper Sandusky have not im- 
proved quite as much as | bad hoped they would. I visited 
the sentinels and instructed tbem ia their duties. IL found, 
bowever, that prior to my visits they had received very 
thorough instructions from tbeir officers and that guard 
duty was pertormed very well. The battalion drills, parades 
and reviews were all satistactorily conducted. Tne con- 
duct of the men, while io camp, was such as not to merit 
the arrest or punishment of a single map. It gives me 
pleasure to be able to report that Col. Howe and bis officers 
teke great interest in the efficiency of their regiment and 
labor constantly to improve it. Tne camp was well located 
and pitched jim exact accordance with regulations. ‘This 
regiment, taking itas a whuie,is one of the best in the 
State, and it should be augmented by the addition of one or 
more companies. 

Ono Aug. 23 [ inspected Col. Wm. M. Williamson’s 3d Regi- 
ment ot Intantry in camp at Silver Lake, near Belleton- 
taine. The inspection was pot as complete as | desired, as 
it rained on the day of inspection. I spent a part of three 
days in camp and witoessed the drills and parades which 
took piace during that time. The only battalion drill I saw 
was tairly well executed, and the company skirmish drills 
were fuiriy good. Ailthe companies bave improved some 
since I inspected them in tbeir armories last spring, but 
there was not that improvement which I desired and ho 
tosee. | my judgment the companies have not received 
sufficient training io their armories. Guard duty was only 
fairly well perfurmed—tbe men, or many of them, seemed 
to be listless; they paid very litile attention to military 
courtesies, and the customs of the service and «luty was 
performed in a perfunctory manner. The camp was selected 
with good judgment, the tents were weil pitched and the 
comfort o1 the wen looked after by their officers. 

On July 27 1 inspected Col. John W. Gibbon’s 5th Regi- 
ment of lnotuutry, which was in camp near Vermillion. I 
was much impressed with the location of this camp, which 
was on the shores of Lake Erie, with plenty of shade trees, 
good bathing facilities and excellent water. The drill 
a ne was a little rough, but large enough to manceuvre a 

rigade. The camp was pitched in accordance with the 
regulations, and everything possible was done for the com- 
fort of the men. Taking tbe regiment as a whole, the drill 
and discipline were excellent, and the inspection was very 
satisfactory. Some of the companies have old arms, but 
they ure well cared for. The companies stationed at Cieve- 
land, and Capt. Logan’s company of Youngstown, ail have 
distinctive dress uniforms (private property). Capt. Wood- 
worth's company ot Geneva have tne reguiution dress uni- 
form, and tne other companies the reguiation fatigue uni- 
form, and when the regiment is tormed for parade or re- 
view, it presents a line of variegated bues, beautilul to iook 
upon and is calculated to please the masses, but, in my 
judgmeut, the regulation dress uniform, or the fatigue uni- 
1orm is the most appropriate dress for the National Guard 
when parading as a regiment or in large bodies. The regi- 
ment 1s in first-class shape. The mea seemed to be weil 
grounded in the scbool of the company, and paid excellent 
attention to those small details that go to make up a har- 
monious whole. The ceremony of guard mounting and al! 
other ceremonies were very creditable. 

Ou Aug. 1 IL inspected Cui. Geo. R. Gs ger's 8th Regiment 
ot Intantry, camped at Massiiion. ‘aking the regiment as 
a whole, it 13 a fine organization, and I desire to invite your 
attentiva to the fact tnat Col. Gyger and bis officers Jabor 
constantiy to make the regiment the best in the State, and 
these offivers are to be congratulated on the success they 
7 already achieved—in bringing it up to its present stan- 


Uno Aug. 8 I inspected the 18th Regiment of Infantry un- 
der command of Lieut.-Col. Charics Anthony, camped at 
Vermilion, on the same ground previously occupied by the 
65th Regiment. It was my fortune to be in camp the first 
day and tv witness the first battalion drill, and I am com- 
peiled to say I was astonished to see with what accuracy 
each movement was executed and each succeeding day, 
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while I remained in camp. was an imgrevernent over the 
first. The skirmish drills were also well executed, and the 

and reviews were almost perfect. The inspection 
was perfectly satisfactory. At parades and reviews the men 
presented a fine appearance and the marching was as steady 
as that of veterans, ali of which proves to me that these 
companies were well handied in their armories before going 
into camp. I frequently visited the guards and found sen- 
tinels well instructed, and guard duty was performed iu an 
excellent manner. 

On Aug. ¥ | inspected the 14th Regiment of Infantry com- 
manded by Col. A. B. Coit, which was camped at Presque 
Isie. This regiment is the largest in the State, having lz 
companies, and is one of the best in the service. I am 
pleased to report that to-duy every company in the regi- 
ment is a good one. Col. Coit and his officers deserve great 
credit tor handling this large body of men as successfully 
as they were bandied while in camp. All drills were weil 
executed. © parades und reviews were in exact accord- 
ance with “es Tactics, and the men presented a fine ap- 
pearance. ‘The inspection was perfectiy satisfactory in 
every respect. The camp was in exact accordance with re- 
gulations, 

On July 24 I inspected Col. C. M. Keyes’ 16th Regt. of Inf., 
camped at Put 11-Bay, on the same ground tormerly oc- 
cupied by the Ist Kegt. 1 found a few arms dirty and a 
few articles of clothing in bad shape, and on one occasion a 
non-commissioned officer appeared on guard mount in citi- 
zens’ diess. All these things were poimted out to the re- 
sponsible officers and need no further mention. The drilis 
which I witaessed were very weli executed as were also the 
parades and reviews. Ore thing which particularly at- 
tracted my attention, was the frequency of the non-com- 
missioned Officers’ schools, and the attention given to in- 
structing them in their duties by Lieut. Massey, 5th 0.8. 
Art., who was invited by Col. Keyes to be present during 
the encampment. While I was in camp the men were as 
orderly as the most exacting could wish for, in fact there 
was no disorder of any kind. The officers were laboring 
constantly to improve the efficiency of their regiment. 1 
would respectfully invite the attention of the company offi- 
cers to the necessity of continuing drills in their armories 
during the fail and winter months. 

On July 231 inspected Col. Edgar J. Pocock’s lith Regi- 
ment of Iniantry, camped at Marietta, Ohio. This is tne 
second regiment in size in the State and among toe best. , It 
could bardly be otherwise, as the officers and men pay strict 
attention to duty in the armories, and when they arrived ia 
camp were well drilled in the school of the company, conse- 
quently when on battalion drill, or at parades or reviews, 
they mace aspiendid showing. The inspection of the regi- 
ment, which was p by a review, was periectly satis- 
factory. The camp was as good asuany I have seenin the 
State. Each company was provided with natural gas which 
greatly relieved the labor at the cook house. Col. Pocock 
and his officers are to be congratulated on the successful 
encampment of bis regiment, and the men are deserving of 
great credit for their uniformly good conduct in camp and 
in the tuwn. Strict attention, by officers and men was given 
to guard duty, and all other duties which tend to makea 
successful encampment. 

On Aug. 20 I inspected the 9th Battalion, commanded by 
Major scott Martin, camped near Washiogton Court House. 
This battalion is composed entirely of colored mep whose 
conduct was as good, while in camp, as that of any ober or- 
ganization in the service. Major Martin aod his officers take 
great pride in their battalion and labor constantly to in- 
crease its efficiency. ° 

On Aug. 15 L inspected Col. Louis Smitbnight’s Regiment 
of Artillery, ia camp at Huron, Ovio. The artillery barness 
is old and should be repiacea by new as soon as circum- 
stances will permit. Tb2borses being unusei to artillery 
service, and sume of them unbroken, at first considerable 
difficulty was experienced io making any kind of successtul 
Muanceuvres; but alter the second day the horses became 
fairly well broken and the drills were very good; consider- 
ing the character of the borses [ should say the maoceuvres 
were excellent. Great iuterest was manilested in target 
practice, and some of the scores were very wood. Much of 
the ammunition turnisned was of an interior quality, which 
accounts /or sume rscores. The camp was weil located, 
andthe tents were weil pitubed. ‘The discipline of the camp, 
during wy stay, with one single exception, was excellent. 
Ihe inspection was preceded by a review, in which the lst 
Cieveland Troop ot Cavairy participsted. The movements 
were well executed, und the men pre-ented a fine appear- 
ance. Lieut. 8. F. Massey, 5th 0.8. Artiilery, was in camp, 
and assisted at the inspection, and was present at the dif- 
ferent ceremonies ; and I feel sate in saying that the inspec- 
tion was periectly satisfactory to him, as it was to me, Cer- 
tainly Col. Smithnight and bis officers are to be congratulated 
and nighly commended on the efficiency of their regiment. 
The Ist Cleveland Troop of Cavairy 1s commande’ by Capt. 
George A. Garretsop, and was eocumped with the Isc Artil- 
lery, and participated in all ceremonies which took place in 
camp, and was inspected immediately alter that regiment. 
The inspection was periectiy satisfactory in every respect. 
I witnessed a number of drills whilein camp, aud justice 
compels me tu report that they were as good as any [ have 
ever seep. Horses and men were almost perfectly trained. 
I desire to invite to your notice the great attentivo paid to 
military courtesy by the men of this troop; not one of them, 
though a millionaire, probably, ever passed an ollicer, nu 
matter what his rank was, without extending to him that 
courtesy which is due ia toe military service. Guard duty 
was performed better in thiscamp than any other in the 
State. The camp was a model of neatness and the police 
was perfect. ‘There is no agoubtin my miod but what this 
trvop would render valuable service in time ot need, but 
their great value io time of danger to the Goverament 
would be as individuals organizing troops and regimeats of 
voluntecis and commandicg thew in the fierd, Each one is 
competent to do this. This being the only cavalry organiza- 
tion in tbe State, it should be tostered and cured for. It 
should be looked on as Uhe cavairy training school of the 
State, und so treated. The thanks of those in authority are 
due to Capt. Garretson, bis officers and men tor their superb 
organization, and the wohole State of Ohio should be proud 
of them. 

Alter inspecting the Ohio National Guard in their different 
armories last wiuter and spring and agaio in their regi- 
mental encampments during July and August, [ find it, asa 
whole, in a satisiactory condition. Every company bas im- 
proved since I inspected them in their armories. Sumé have 
made remarkabie progress and others limited. Tuking the 
Obio Nutiooal Guard as a whole, [ believe it is one of the 
finest organizations in the country. The officers and men, 
as a rule,aie inteiligent, sober, and conscientious in the 
performance of their duties. They come trom the best 
waiks of life and are the flower of the State. I visited ten 
camps during the past two months, and [ saw but two cases 
of intoxication. This is a remarkabie record, anu one which 
the State shouid be proud of. 





COMPANY DRILLS IN THE NEW YORK GUARD. 


Co. G, 69th Regt., Capt. 8. P. Ryan.—At the drill on Sept. 
30 tne company was tormed witb 18 files and turaed over to 
the Ist lieutenant. The drill in the manual was weil exe- 
cuted, with the exception of a few men who endeavored to 
combine tne several motions in one. Tne company, when 
at a carry arms, were ordered tu stack arms iro. that posi- 
tion, instead of executing the movement [rom an order 
arms, as tactics provide. At the command, take arms, the 
mea resumed the carry instead of coming toau order. In 
marching, at the command balt, many of the mea brought 
their pieces down betore they halted, and in marching left 
oblique they did not cover, When at a halt, in order tw 
show the men the correct position in left oblique, they were 
ordered to execute left face and then march; tne left half 
face, however, should be executed at the firat command and 
not at the command march. Io marching vy the right flank, 
the right guide remained atu carry insteag of bringing his 
piece to a right shoulder. In executing mght front into line, 
the right guide should resume his position in double time. 
The compuny is composed of very able-bodied men, but the 
turnout, about 40 members, out of 90 on the roll, is much 
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below what itshould be. The officer in charge took con- 
siderable pains to explain the minor details of the drill.

Loyalty.—An answer to your inquiry is found in 
the 3d Section of the 14th Amendment to the Constitution 
of the U.8., which declares as follows: ** No person shal 

Senator or Kepresentative in Congress, or * * * 
bold any office, civil or military, * * * who having 
previously taken an oath * * * asan officer of the U.S., 
* * * to support the Constitution of the U.8., sball have en- 
gaged in insurrection or rebellion against the same, or given 
aid or comfort to the enemies thereof ; but Congress may by 
a vote of two-thirds of each bouse, remove such disability.” 
Unless, then, Congress shail have removed by a two-third 
vote the «disability of the marine officers to whom you refer 
as baving deserted the Federal Service to accept olfice in the 
Confederacy, they are one and all uow holding their po- 
sitions in violation of the Constitution. It is not likely that 
ngress bas done this. Nor can any such officer legally 
return to the Federal Navy, through the merging of the 
Marine Corps with the Navy of the Union. The 14th Amend- 
ment has never been repeaied. An officer who deserted the 
Federal for the Confederate Service may be nominated 
though inadvertence; he may confirmed without in- 
quiry into his antecedents; but his tenure of office 
will be illegal. See also Section 1218 of the Revised 
Statutes, amended by an act published in G. O. 47, Adju- 
tant General’s Office, 1884, to the same effect.

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Governor or the President—his too great suscepti- 
bility to political and other improper infiuence; the 
mistaken sympathy of courts, and, in short, metbods 
too slow and uncertain for our impatience in rid- 
ding the community of improper characters. Car- 
rying the analogy still further, we may be sure that 

ourts of Honor, like Courts of Lyncb, would swiftly 
degenerate into engines for the gratification of pri- 
vate walice, or what is still more dungerous, honest 
but upjust prejudice. Instances are not unknown 
where the prevailing sentiment would at one time 
bave driven from the Army men who were after- 
wards recognized as its brilliant ornaments. The 
map of strong individuality, and of independent 
thought and action, 1s often the one to incur the 
dislike of bis comrades. Yet one such man is worth 
more in any profession than a dozen mere weatber- 
cocks, moral invertebrates, whose sole aim is to be 
in “ good form.” And we all know how easy it is to 
find some specific charge against one whois gen 
erally unpopular. Every story to his discredit is 
believed and repeated upon flimsy evidence or no 
evidence at all, and the worst possible construction 
is placed upon his every word and act. 

Tbe checks upon the action of Courts-martial are 
pone too many or too nmgid, and srecheap at the 
price of an occasional miscarriage of justice. Some 
of the evils complained of exist principally in the 
imaginations of those who would reduce everyone 
to the same level of thought, action, and manners, 
There may be such a thing as (oo great homogeneity. 
We must be more tolerant of the ideas and manners 
of others. 

In Germany, the Hhrenrath bas legally a recog- 
nized existence and its decisions therefore command 
respect. But even then itis of very doubtful util- 
ity, judging from the fact that German officers of 
high repute consider it hurtful rather tban helpful 
to discipline. An attempt in our country to enforce 
the sentence of a Court of Honor would simply bea 
conspiracy to boycott out of the Army one in whom 
the President reposes special trust and confidence. 
and the conspirators would, as has already been 
pointed out, speedily find themselves amenable to 
civil (and it might bave been .added military) law. 
The officer accused might, and often would, refuse 
to recognize the jurisdiction of such a moral Lynch 
Court, or to appear betore it, and the witnesses 
would often do likewise. No decision rendered un- 
der such circumstances could have any moral 
weight. 

But suppose it were attempted to enforce the sen- 
tence of such acourt? The convict would always 
have ove friend, generally more, for it is one of the 
facts creditable to human nature that a man in dis- 
tress will often find defenders even among those who 
bave been inimical to bim. These friends would re- 
tuliate in kind, boycotting the boycotters, and the 
garrison would be divided into two hostile camps 
filled with slander, hatred, backbiting aod all un- 
charitableness, to the great detriment of discipline, 
esprit de corps ard whatsoever other things are 
lovely, just and of good report.

THE ROLE OF CAVALRY. 


CONCERNING the role of cavalry, the Army and 
Navy Gazette says: “There are two schools as re- 
gards cavalry tactics—one which would vonfine the 
action of cavalry to exploring, reconnaissance, and 
screeninz work, and to combats with cuvalry only; 
another whicb, in addition to the above-mentioned 
functions, would employ cavalry on the actual field 
of battle. The former school is represented by the 
French and ourselves, the latter by the Germans; 
yeteven in France and England there is a large 
minority which bas adopted the German ideas on 
the subject. Unfortunately, the British Army is 
much led in tactics by what may be termed the 


ported by the authorities, chiefly, we may suppose, 
because we have so weak, and collectively so ineffi 

cient, a body of cavalry to employ in any way. It 
would be impossible to predict with certainty what 
would be the effect on the action of cavalry of the 
increased destructive power of modern artillery and 
infantry fire. The most one can do is to study the 
history of the past, and reason by analogy and ia- 
ference. This, apparently, has been the course 
adopted by the Germans, with the result that their 
theory of cavalry tactics has year by year become 
bolder, and their reaction against the heresies which 
sprang up at the close of the American War 
stronger. In the teetb of the increased destructive 

ness of cannon and rifle fire, the Germans have de- 
cided that not only can cavalry be used with ad- 
vantage in battle, but that cavalry in large masses 
can beso employed. To our thinking, the increased 
power of the rifle, though in one sense telling 
against cavalry, in another respect tells for it. The 
very intensity and efficiency of mfie fire will more 
than ever engross the attention of contending in- 
fantry to the exclusion of all apprehension of 
danger from other quarters. A man in action is 
absorbed by the opponent who is trying to kill bim, 
or whom he is trying to kill. Hence there will be 
frequent opportunities presented to cavalry to fall 
suddenly on the flank of infantry hotly engaged 
with an enemy in front. Owing to the deatruetive 
fire of the latest description of rifle, infantry are 
compelled at an early period of the attack to assume 
a very open formation and to break up a portion of 
their force into small fractions. This arm is conse- 
quently more open to effective attack and loss of 
moral than formerly.”

Cornt Hertsson's life of the Prince Lmperial, 
published in Paris Oct. 31, insinuates that one Lieut. 
Carey, a political agent, was paid to get rid of the 
Prince, who during a reconnaissance at Clunde was 
killed by natives. Lieut. Carey commanded the 
escort of the young Prince. He was tried by a coun- 
cil of war at Cape Town and condemned to death, 
but the finding was afterward revised by a council 
held in London, and he was acquitted, 

THe German Army is not altogether in perfect 
discipline. Sixteen soldiers of the 78th Regiment in 
Berlin have been sentenced to several years im- 
prisonment in fortresses for refusing to obey their 
captain. A soldier in the reserve asked to be ex- 
empt from wmilitery service, and, being denied, 
openly refused obedience, because, “ accordiug to 
God's law and his own inwar4 convictions, be may 
and will not kill anybody, either in war or in peace.” 
He has been examin by physicians, who pre- 
nounced him perfectly sane. Another soldier mani 
fested the same attitude. 

THE Duke of Wellington and the “ bagman” 
make the last story from Waterloo. At one mo- 
ment in the conflict the Duke happened to be left 
entirely without aides-de-camp, and at this junc- 
ture a stranger on horseback in citizen’s dress rode 
up and asked if he could be of service. The Duke 
wrote an order and said: “ Please take that to the 
commanding officer of that regiment,” pointing to 
a spot in the hottest part of the line. The man gal- 
loped off, riding through a heavy fire, to the colonel 
and delivered the message, and it has just been dis- 
covered that be was a drummer, or ** bagman,"’ as 
they say in England.
